as an Independent candidate. He said he 
would base his platform on the following 
Issues: 


-Opposing the number of high-rise 


buildings being considered for Elk Grove 
VIllnRc. He said the high rises would 
overload the village's resources, espe- 
cially the sewer systems. 


—Obtaining Lake Michigan water for 


the village. 


—Developing some type of public bus 


system for Intra-vlllagc travel and trans- 
port of residents to locations such as 
O'Hnrc International Airport and Wood- 
field Shopping Center. 


—Opposing lengthy road construction. 


"I will do some battling If they ever tear 
up any more roads," said Llndahl. He 
called the recent work on Hlgglns Road 
"outrageous." Undahl said the Hlgglns 
Road construction cost the village sales 
tax dollars because people went else- 
where to shop. 


—Developing more programs for se- 


nior citizens. "The park district is doing 
more for the senior citizens, but I would

like to sec the village doing more," said 
Llndahl. 


—Building a flrchousc west of Rtc. 53. 
—Supporting the construction of a "clo-

Llndahl said he was running because 


he, "was interested In tho village govern- 
ment, not just to sec my name on the 
ballot." 


LINDAHL HAS entered elections twice 


before. Two years ago he was defeated 
in his bid for village trustee. In his only 
other election, he ran for alderman sev- 
eral years ago while he was a Chicago 
resident. He finished third In an eight- 
man race. 


Llndahl Is now a member of the Elk 


Grove Village Community Service board 
of directors. He is a member of the Elk 
Grove Village Knights of Columbus and 
the Elk Grove Village VFW.

$185,885 Linked To Sliilc Grant 
Village Service Board OKs Budget 


The Elk Grove Village Community Ser- 


vice board of directors officially ap- 
proved a $105,835 budget for fiscal year 
1974 as part of a request for a $91,078 
grant from the state mental health de- 
partment. 


The budget is based on the expectation 


of receiving the total state grant, plus 
$65,437 from Elk Grove Village and 
$28,420 from other sources. 


The actual operating budget for Com- 


munity Service will depend on how much 


of the anticipated revenue the agency 
eventually receives.

Drugs needed in 
therapy are also prescribed through the 
agency. Originally organized to serve 
only Elk Grove Village, the agency re- 
ceived a state mental health grant ear- 
lier this year to serve all of Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg townships.

On Dec. 23, the Kiwanians and volun- 


teers will present the food certificates to 
the families. Then the children will be 
taken on a shopping trip to buy presents. 


Brooks said the club is seeking money 


rather than donations of food or goods. 
He said that giving the families food cer- 
tificates enables the families to purchase 
whatever food they wont for Christmas 
dinner. 


On the shopping trips, the children will 


be free to pick whatever presents they 
desire. 


tion of two new positions, clinical direc- 
tor and psychologist. The services of the 
part-time psychiatrist also will be in- 
creased. A provision is made In the 
budget for consultant service if needed. 


The budget was approved at the direc- 


tors' regular meeting Thursday night. 
The request for the state grant must be 
submitted by tomorrow. 


During the summer, Community Ser- 


vice received its first grant, $52,000, from 
the state, enabling the agency to estab- 
lish a mental health clinic for Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg townships. The increase 
in the 1974 request for state funds is for 
additional staff and operating expenses. 


Board member Don Langc pointed out 


that the $65,437 requested from the vil- 
lage is $3,000 less than last year. Fees 
for service are expected to increase by 
$4,000. Since all fees are turned over to 
the village the net effect is a $7,000 re- 
duction in cost for the village. 


IN OTHER ACTION at the meeting: 
— Village Trustee George Specs, a 


board member, gave a report on the 
reorganization of Community Service. 
Reorganization is being studied to reflect 
the change from Community Service as 
an agency solely funded by the village to 
an agency funded by the state and vil- 
lage which serves two townships. 


Specs said that as a short-range goal, a 


board composed of representatives from 
both townships will be formed to admin- 
ister the state funds. Village funds uill 
be kept separate from the state mon- 
ey and will be administered by the pre- 
sent board of directors. 


The long-range goal will be to establish 


a two-township clinic separate from 
Community Service. Specs said the long- 
range goal was several years away. 


Board Chairman Marilyn Quinn re- 


quested a written report on reorganiza- 
tion to be presented at the next meeting, 
Jan. 11. 


The board's attorney will also report 


on the necessary changes required in the 
incorporation charter to create the new 
two-township board.

In Mount Prospect and Lively Junior 
High in Elk Grove Village, both rent 
park district pool facilities adjoining 


Clearbrook Center Will 
Lease Convent Buildings

Clearbrook Center moved a step closer 


la Its goal of establishing a live-In 
center for retarded adults in the North- 
west suburbs. 


After a public meeting Friday, attend- 


ed by approximacly 100 persons, Our 
Lady of the Wayside parish agreed lo 
lease Its convent at 432 S. Walnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, to Clearbrook Center of 
Rolling Meadows for the establishment 
of the proposed live-In center. 


The lease agreement ends a search 


started last spring by Clearbrook offi- 
cials for a facility where the proposed 
live-in center could be located. 


The next step Is for Clearbrook to seek 


a zoning variance from the Arlington 
Heights Zoning Board of Appeals. The 
variance must be approved by the vil- 
lage board. Tills Is expected lo take 60 to 
00 days 


Our Lady of the Wayside must also re- 


ceive approval of the lease agreement 
from the Chicago Archdiocese. This Is 
not expected to be a problem, according 
to the Rev. John J. Mackin of Our Lady 
of the Wayside. 


Both Father Mackin and Byrn Witt, 


Clearbrook director, were encouraged by 
Friday's meeting whlcji had been called 
to clear up any questions which residents 
In the area may have had regarding the 


• proposed live-In center. 


"I felt It (the meeting) was very posi- 


tive." said Witt. "1 am very encour- 
aged." 


THE PKOPOSBD live-In cener, the 


first of its kind In the Northwest area, 
will house 20 mildly or moderately re- 
tarded adults, Witt explained at the 
meeting. He emphasized the center 
would be for retarded adults with min- 
imal dependency and not for the men- 
tally III. 


The objectives of the proposed live-In 


center arc to provide a transitional place 
for retarded adults before entering the 
community, prevent placement of re- 
larded adults in state Institutions, pro- 
vide homes for mildly retarded adults 
whose parents can no longer care for 
them or arc dead and to provide training 
for the retarded adults to become totally 
independent and return to the commu- 
nity, said Witt. 


Rep. Eugene Schllckman. R-Arlingon 


Heights, encouraged residents to endorse 
the proposal and said Clearbrook could 
provide better faclliles for the retarded 
adults and cheaper than the state could. 


"We (the parish) arc not going to 


make any money (from the lease agree- 
ment) or If we do It will be a small 
amount." said Father Mnckln. "Our 
main purpose in undertaking the project 
is to provide witness to the whole com- 
munity and the Catholic Church of our 
charity." 


The lease agreement is for a three- 


year period during which Clearbrook will 
pay the parish an annual sum of $12 000 
a jcar. This Is only about eight per cent 
of the parish's total budget. Clearbrook 
will also pay pro-rated utility rates to the 
parish and keep up the maintenance of 
the convent during the three years. 


Clearbrook will finance the proposed 


live-In center through a federal grant of 
$16.800 It received under the Devel- 
opmental Disabilities and Facilities Con- 
struction Act of 1970. The Illinois Depart- 
ment of Mental Health and the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid have also promised 
monthly per resident grants up to a max- 
imum of $400 per resident to maintain 
the live-In center after the federal 
grant has been depleted. 


FATHER MACKIN said the six sisters 


currently living in the convent had ex- 
pressed a desire to move because the 
convent, which was built for 20, had be-

A spokes- 
man for the parish financial committee 
said the school was the committee's top 
priority and the committee was totally 
committed to keeping It open. These sen- 
timents were echoed by Father Mackin. 


Questioned on exactly what was meant 


by mildly and moderately retarded, Witt 
said mildly rcarded adults ore Individ- 
uals with IQ's between 50 and 80. These 
people usually attain a sixth or seventh 
grade level of intelligence, he said. Mod- 
erately retarded adults were defined as 
those vvliosc IQ's had been tested be- 
tween 40 and 60. 


Witt said eligibility requirements for 


the live-in center would include: 18 years 
of age or older; employment in Clear- 
brook's sheltered workshop, or vocation- 
al rehabilitation center In Elk Grove Vil- 
lage or competitive employment in tho 
community; residency In Wheeling, Pal- 
atine, Schaumburg, Elk Grove or Maine 
Townships; the regular intake require- 
ments of any retarded adult requesting 
services from Clearbrook; and approval 
by the State Department of Public 
Health. All clients will bo accepted on a 
90 day probation basis, he said. 


The Individuals In the proposed live-in 


center will not be dangerous to them- 
selves or anyone else and will have the 
potential to live scml-indcpcndcnly In tho 
community, said Witt. 


If he zoning variance Is approved, 


some renovation of the convent would bo 
necessary. The live-In center could not 
liccome a reality until the end of this 
school year. 


their schools. Kopp Pool at Dempster is 
leased from the Mount Prospect Park 
District and Disney Pool at Lively is 
rented from the Elk Grove Village Park 
District. The schools use the pools only 
for swimming classes as part of their 
physical education curriculum. 


Both pools "clearly meet all of tho 


safety standards required by the park 
district," said Dist. Supt. Arthur Perry. 
Because of this, the pools will remain 
open for all park district programs. 
"However, the two pools do not meet all 
the Illinois Life Safety. Code require- 
ments set up by the State Superintend- 
ent's Office. The two codes are sepa- 
rate," Perry said. 


"FRED JOHNSON, the district's archi- 


tect, made surveys (at both schools) in 
1970 to sec what work (life safety work) 
is needed to be done and the county su- 
perintendent's office granted us a certain 
amount of time to achieve the changes," 
Perry said. The time ran out last week. 


To meet the life safety code, the dis- 


trict would have to moke changes at both 
schools in the fire alarm systems as well 
as certain mechanical devices related to 
the heating and chlorine systems as well 
as other changes, Perry said. And 
though the district docs have the money 
to make the changes, "we can't spend 
money on buildings that wo don't own," 
Perry said. 


The school district must have a 20-year 


lease on a building before It can go 
ahead with changes, Perry said. At pre- 
sent, Dist. 59 "has a one-year lease with 
the Mount Prospect Park District and, I 
believe, a 10-year lease In the other 
school," he said.

Grove Park District met with officials at 
Dist. 59 last week to discuss the pool 
lease problem. At that meeting they de- 
cided to amend their contract with the 
district so they could meet the life safety 
code. 


"We want to keep the pool open for the 


students," said Jack Clnes, park district 
director. "We think It's an Important 
educational program for the kids." 


•Officials at the Mount Prospect Park 
District have planned a meeting with ar- 
chitect Johnson tonight to discuss the 
lease for Kopp pool. 


Despite the fact that both park dis- 


tricts seem agreeable to accommodating 
changes In contracts, It could still be a 
long time before both pools arc open for 
school use. 


"The changes we're talking about are 


rather long-term things," Perry said. 
"They must be done by competitive bid- 
ding and the equipment required is rath- 
er highly specialized," he said. From his 
own experience, Perry said that firms 
contracted to do the kind of work neces- 
sary at both pools " tend (o take n long 
time doing the Job."

Cambridge area. The high school Is now 
under construction at Dundee and Arling- 
ton Heights roads and Is to open in Sep- 
tember, 1973. 


RESIDENTS of the Cambridge area 


appeared before the Buffalo Grove Vil- 
lage board after the school board made 
Its decision to ask for support in appeal- 
ing the decision. 


Dist. 214 board members, In excluding 


Cambridge from the Buffalo Grove at- 
tendance area, said they were concerned 
about enrollment predictions that the 
school would be overcrowded In three ot 
four years If Cambridge was included. 


Also on the agenda for tonight's meet- 


ing Is a report from the architects cm- 
ployed by the Buffalo Grove Park Dis- 
trict who are designing the swimming 
pool that will be attached to Buffalo 
Grove High School. 


The pool Is being built through a coop- 


erative agreement between the school 
district and park district.

State Official Called 
For Unit District Talks 


A citizens group in Elk Grove Town- 


ship School Dkt. 59 studying the feasibil- 
ity of a unit school district (grades K-12) 
met with an official of the office of the 
Illinois Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion (OSPI) Thursday. 


Dean Mack of the OSPI reorganization 


and facilities division, told the Citizens' 
Reorganization Study Committee at their 
monthly meeting that in cases where 
dual districts (separate elementary and 
high school districts) become unit dis- 
tricts, "The OSPI philosophy Is one of 
concern" that the new district has a suf- 
ficiently large student population and 
sufficient income. 


Thursday's meeting was the second 


held by the Dist. 59 citizens' group since 
it was set up late in October. The com- 
mittee is working with an educational 
consultant firm to determine whether the 
formation of a unit district is feasible in 
this area. Exactly what the boundaries of 
the new district would be remains unde- 
termined. 


Mack told committee members: "You 


are taking the approach to a unit district 
that OPSI likes — getting a consultant 
and making a feasibility study." 


Committee members plan to use the 


present Dist. 5D boundaries with some 
variations in making their survey projec- 
tions. Committee members stressed they 
are using the Dist. 59 boundaries "only 
as a base." Then eventual boundaries of 
any proposed unit district could be differ- 
ent. 


The group dicidet' to me the present 


Dist. !i!) boundaries after members of 
several of the group's subcommittees in- 
dicated they needed some sort of bound- 
ary decision before moving ahead with 
their studies. 


IN DISCUSSING the proposed bound- 


aries, one committee indicated that OSPI 
officials considered a unit district large 
enough to include High School Dist. 214 
and its seven feeder (elementary) dis- 
tricts unwieldy. 


To that Mack said, "I doubt whether 


OSPI made an official statement saying 
214 as a unit district would be unwieldy." 
As to what the best size for a proposed 
unit district is, Mack said his office has 
"no optimum size," though he pointed 
out there arc laws setting upper and low- 
er student population limits in unit dis- 
tricts. 


Also at Thursday's meeting subcom- 


mittee chairmen made initial progress 
reports. The five subcommittees are 
studying education programs, legal as- 
pects, projected enrollments, school fa- 
cilities and finances involved in unit dis- 
tricting.

Little Joey and his father, Big Joe, 


cannot read or write; and Joe hopes his 
son will never know his secret. 


Joe's dream Is that ho will know how 


to read and write before his son enters 
school. 


With the help of the Hanover Park Lit- 


eracy Center, Joe Is making great prog- 
ress. He Is American born, owns his own 
home in Schaumburg Township, and has 
a good Job In the trucking industry. 


Jan Hansen, president and program 


chairman of the center, sold 11 of the 
students now receiving instruction are 
American born, one Is from Spain, five 
from Mexico, two from Italy, five from 
Cuba and one from South America. 


Joe's problem Is not unique, she said. 


Ho simply never learned to read or 
write. Born of Immigrant parents he 


could speak English when they could not 
and was needed at home. So he missed a 
lot of school. 


IT HAPPENS often, said Mrs. Hansen. 


"But, what Joe did about it took a lot of 
personal courage," said the teacher. 


"It takes a lot for a successful man 


making good money to come to us and 
say, 'I don't know how to read'or write, 
please teach me,'" said Mrs. Hansen. 


But, Joe is just one of the stories and

Very Empty Governor's Mansion

SPniNGFIELD - The Invitation to the 


Governor's Mansion conjured up visions 
of liveried footmen, candlelight and 
chamber music, deep pile carpets and 
gleaming brasswarc, perhaps a tour of 
the residence and an Interesting dis- 
course on the artifacts of Illinois history, 
and maybe before the evening ends, a 
quiet glass of port before a glowing fire- 
place. 


The entrance to the Mansion presently 


In use more closely resembles the play- 
ers' entrance to Memorial Stadium at the 
University of Illinois — only the stadium 
entrance has more warmth. 


If you hadn't been paying attention to 


the progress of the remodeling of the 
g o v e r n o r ' s residence, you probably 
would suspect that the reception planned 
by the governor and his wife meant that 
it must bo nearly complete and ready for 
entertainment befitting the chief execu- 
tive of the state. 


Your first hint that that is not the case 


Is when you attempt to drive Ino the 
semi-circular drive at the front entrance, 
to bo greeted not by liveried footmen, 
but by piles of lumber scraps, used tar- 
paulins, and a dead end. So you back out, 
park on the street where the other guests 
have parked and make your way ginger- 


ly over the ice-encrusted driveway to a 
lighted side entrance on the lower level 


Entering a hallway reminiscent of the ' 


splendor of the Greyhound Bus Station, 
you arc greeted by two large business- 
suited men, state troopers certainly, who 
Inspect your invitation and invlto you to . 
"check your coats and go up the circular 
staircase." 


AHA, CIRCULAR staircase — that has 


the right ring to it. Probably they just 
haven't been able to finish polishing the 
entrance foyer and so the guests have to 
be asked to come In through the service 
entry. 


At the top of the stairs, surely, you will 


find the subtle but luxurious fittings 
which surround the Governor and the 
First Lady of the state. 


At the top of the stairs, you find your- 


self In an empty and cavernous room, 
illuminated only by light filtering In from 
adjoining hallways. Empty, In this case, 
means empty. No furniture, no light fix- 
tures, no paint, no carpet. Only four fig- 
ures standing In the gloom at the top of 
tho stairs. 


You first recognize the governor's 


press secretary, Fred Bird, and an ad- 
ministrative aide, Jim Harry, and figure 
they are there to guide you toward the 
governor's reception line. An Instant be- 


fore you make the gaff of a wisecrack to 
Bird, you recognize the other two figures 
in the twilight and, you realize, this IS 
the governor's reception line. 


GOV. OGILVIE, who flashed a brief 


modish flair in Miami Beach at the Re- 
publican National Convention, is back to 
a plain blue business suit and con- 
servative tie. His wife, Dorothy, wears 
what my wife informs me later is "the 
traditional little black dress" for an af- 
fair such as this. She looks lovely. 


The governor and his lady are relaxed 


and cordial, smiling and apparently en- 
joying greeting the members of the press 
whom Richard Bucll Ogilvlo has not al- 
ways cherished during his term'as gover- 
nor. 


For this was, though nobody ever men- 


tioned it, a farewell for the press as the 
weeks of his governorship dwindle. It is 
a class gesture, a friendly acknowledge- 
ment that he does jjot blame the press 
for any of the things that didn't go right 
in his administration or bis reelection 
campaign. 


And the press has acknowledged the 


gesture by turning up from throughout 
tho state at a time when there is really 
no other reason for visiting reporters to 
bo In Springfield.

Expelled Students 
Topic Of Hearing 


Cook County School Supt. Richard 


Mnrtwlck will turn his attention to the 
problem of students who are expelled 
from suburban schools this week in a 
hearing scheduled fcr Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


In announcing the hearing last week, 


.Martwick said the problem of students 
being suspended mid expelled from sub- 
urban schools without any provision 
being made for their education is alarm- 
Ing. 


Mnrtwick said students under 16 who 


arc suspended, expelled or habitually 
truant In the Chicago Public Schools may 
be assigned to special social adjustment 
schools. However, he said the same type 
of youngster In the suburbs may have no 
provision made for him. 


As a result of the lack of alternative 


programs for the students, Martvvlck 
said, "We have students out on the 
streets — students with too much time on 
their hands and nothing to do and stu- 
dents who arc on a collision course with 


the law." 


HE ADDED that many officials In law 


enforcement agencies believe there "is a 
definite link between Juvenile delinquen- 
cy and student expulsion." 


"We know that a youngster may bo 


suspended or expelled from school with 
good reason," Mnrtwiek said. "We also 
know that the regular school program Is 
not necessarily tho most suitable place 
for every youngster, but wo also know 
that we have a law making It com- 
pulsory for a younstcr to be in school 
until the age of 16 and yet juveniles are 
being expelled without being provided al- 
ternative educational programs." 


Officials from the Illinois Department 


of Corrections, Cook County Legal Assis- 
tance Foundation, Audy Home, Illinois 
Federation of Teachers and Illinois Edu- 
cation Association are among those 
scheduled to testify at the hearings. 


The hearing will be held in the Cook 


County Board Room from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. both days. 


'Gimmickry' Has No Place 
In Classroom, Prof. Says

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI - The most 


Important skill university educators can 
bequeath their students Is the ability to 
educate themselves long after formal 
classuork ends. 


And, In the opinion of University of 


Utah Prcs. Alfred C. Emery, teachers 
are being forced by increased enroll- 
ments and larger class loads to use more 
Imagination to succeed In this goal. 


"There are a lot of ways to learn," 


Emery told UPI in on interview, but an 
Instructor who uses "gimmicks" In the 
name of academic freedom "is an out- 
and-out fraud. 


"The guy nho greets a new class with 


'Well, what da you want to rap about 
today?'" Is copping out, said Emery. 
"That's the outrageous part of having a 
captive audience and abusing It" 


THE 33-YEAK-OLD university admin- 


istrator, a professor of law and provost 
under his predecessor, Dr. James Flet- 
cher, says he Is a teacher, first and fore- 
most 


"The function of the university Is to 


emphasize learning," he said. Emery ad- 
mitted he gets tremendous satisfaction in 
directing students to ways of learning 
outside of traditional classroom tech- 
niques. 


In fact, the call of the classroom Is so 


strong that Emery said he is returning to 
leaching as soon as a successor can be 
found 


"When I accepted the office I an- 


nounced I would serve for two years," 
he recently told faculty members. 
"... I want to return to teaching and 


research In law. That Is where the action 
Is That Is where my heart Is. That Is 
where I want to be." 


EMKHY who was educated through his 


bachelor and law degrees at the school 
he now heads, said educators have to be- 
ware of emphasizing teaching instead of 
learning because it alms the spotlight in 
the wrong direction. 


"You get trapped In the role of a facul- 


ty member and all the images it con- 
jures up," he said. "Before you realize 
It, you're standing before a large body of 
students ticking off facts and figures and 
not really teaching them much." 


He said the "12th, 13th and nth-grade 


Imago" of higher education "Is dis- 
astrous. We deal with abstract ideas 
here, not memorization or repetition." 


Along with the responsibility of Instruc- 


tors to remain responsive to their stu- 
dents' needs comes the question of ten- 
ure and academic freedom, Emery said. 


"Academic freedom must be protected 


as part of our rights under the first 
amendment," he said. But the real con- 
flict over tenure's supporters and de- 
tractors, he added, rests In the definition 
of that freedom. 


"ACADEMIC freedom gives a teacher 


no greater rights than any other citizen 
has," he said. Those who support tenure 
as a means of providing job security for 
Incompetents arc missing the boat. 


"Tenure should Insure an individual 


the right to academic freedom as long as 
he Is mindful of his purpose here," Eme- 
ry said. "When he begins disregarding 
hs students or plagiarizes material he Is 
publishing — that is not academic free- 
dom. 


"When he stands before a class In Eng- 


lish literature and expounds on the Viet- 
nam war — that Is not academic free- 
dom. He cither teaches what he is paid 
to teach, or, In my judgment he Is 
through," tenured or not.

conducted by the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission placed heavy empha- 
sis on the need for counseling services in 
the immediate Northwest suburban area. 


After a month-long study involving 


youth workers and contacts with approxi- 
mately 10,000 teenagers, the Law En- 
f o r c e m e n t Commission reported a 
serious rise in drug use and Increased 
problems in the suburbs in parent-child 
conflicts, runaways, truancy, thefts and 
vandalism, depression, withdrawal and 
sexual problems, including venereal dis- 
ease, abortions and Illegitimate preg- 
nancies. 


Addressing Itself to these problems, as 


well as the problems of families in crisis 
from a variety of causes, is the coun- 


seling center. Funded in large part by 
the Salvation Army and the United Fund 
campaign, the center nevertheless is 
largely dependent on the communities it 
serves for its continued success in the 
suburbs. 


The center is now headquartered In 


Des Plaines, but also offers direct ser- 
vice to local residents through counseling 
offices in Schaumburg Township and 
Palatine. Plans are now under way to 
establish office hours for counseling in 
Arlington Heights. 


Family counseling at the center is done 


by qualified social workers who deal on a 
confidential basis with clients of the cen- 
ter. Although no one is turned away, per- 
sons or family groups who receive coun- 
seling are asked to pay for their coun- 
seling services, even if the amount is to- 
ken when compared with the actual costs 
of the counseling services. 


In announcing the Christmas drive, 


Charles E. Hayes, editor and publisher of 
Paddock Publlcatons, said "the need for 
continued services of the Community 
Counseling Center Is evident. The North- 
west suburban community responded tre- 
mendously last year to help the center 
when its financial situation was perilous. 
This year's drive will serve the same 
purpose; it will help the center maintain 
its expanded services and it will come 
during the Christmas season when the 
need for families to rely and share with 
each other is close to us all."

The only thing I don't like about Jim 


Davey Is that ho made » fool out of me. 
But I asked for It and ho was just oblig- 
ing. 


Davey, you see, is the undisputed, very 


best, number one table tennis player In 
the state of Illinois and ranks anywhere 
from number 15 to 30 In the whole coun- 
try. 


What I am Li an average guy who still 


plays ping pong, you know, g-nip-g-nop, 
g-nlp-g-nop, g-nlp-g-nop. And — thought 
myself as a pretty good player (In ele- 
mentary school I was once part of a' 
championship doubles team). 


So, In the spirit of George Plimpton, 


the Journalist who took his life Into his

own hands by playing In a professional 
football gamo and other endeavors, I 
challenged Davey to a "holds barred" 
set on the green table. 


By scores of 25-23, 21-19, 25-23, 21-19, 


21-19 and 22-20 It appeared that, although 
I was on the losing end, I put up a stiff 
fight and would also deserve to be rank- 
ed among the table tennis greats, like 
Dal Joon Lee or Del Succrls or Davey, 
himself. 


HUT THE SCORES arc misleading. Il- 


linois' best spotted me 11, 12, 16, 16, 17 
and 18 points respectively In those six 
games and still the champ prevailed, 
blasting away with forehand smashes 
and masterful slices. 


Davey is a hitter and a looper. This 


means he's an offensive player who 
proved pretty offensive to me. Ills slams 
produced marks on both my arms. Ills 
spins caused me to hit the ball onto the 
floor and against the wall more often 
than it went back to his side of the table. 


And still, Davey didn't show me all his 


moves, all those devastating serves that 
usually abruptly ends a volley with his 
opponent or those angle shots that has 
the opponent stretching and straining 
and sliding back and forth trying to re- 
turn the stragctlcally directed missiles. 


The match was held In the basement of 


John Ellering of Mount Prospect. Ellcr- 
Ing Is a publicity chairman for this week- 
end's U. S. Table Tennis Association 
world team tryouts to be held at Wheel- 
ing High School. And besides the formal 
competition, Davey and other top ranked 
table tennis stars will be available to 
play area residents for a minimal 
charge. 


But I got an advance shot at Davey 


and up until game time treated It llko a 
championship match. I wore my red gym 
trunks, blue Paddock Publications shirt 
and blue tcnnles. Davey was dressed In a 
similar fashion, only his name was on 
the back of his shirt. 


THE TWO OF us volleyed for about 15 


minutes, getting the feel of the paddles, 
ball and table and getting accustomed to 
the lighting, background and brick wall 
that was only two feet from one side of 
the table. 


For kicks, and to psyche me out, Da- 


vey caromed a few returns off the wall, 
dropping the ball neatly on my side, with 
foul "englhh" to boot. He even held the 
paddle with his thumb and forefinger, 
dangling It back and forth, still serving 
the ball with a magical twist. I'm not 
sure, but I think he even played a few 
volleys with his left hand. 


We started the game with Davey spott- 


ing me 11 points. Technically I could 
have been declared the winner right off. 
Eleven • nothing Li a whitewash In table 
tennis. But when I suggested this to Da- 
vey he just gave mo a dirty look. 


In short order, Davey made up those 


It points, while I scored well for a guy 
who hadn't played the game in several 
years and who was playing a champ who 
wasn't putting out much effort up to this 
point. 


IIETWEEN THE first and second 


games Davey gave me some Instructions 
as to the mechanics of the sport. He even 
let mo use a paddle similar to the one he 
was using. It brought Into sharp focus 
just how potent a player Davey Is. 


In Davey's style of play, the slice Is 


this bread and butter attack weapon. To 
better produce the expected results he 
uses a paddle with a sponge surface, 
which grips the ball better and gives It 
more of a spin, especially when a pro 
uses It. 


The paddle he gave me to use felt as 


though It had been put In a light socket 
overnight and juiced up. The ball rockets 
off the paddle any which way and If you 
don't know how to use It, as I didn't, the 
ball hardly ever touches the table. 


The only problem In using it, I found, 


Is that when Davey hit me a spinner I 
could not return It, unless I was giving It 
a spin of my own and I'm not good at 
that So I went back to the old paddle-, 
which has less of a gripping surface but 
enables the ball to at least be returned. 


The rest of the games were rather dull 


as Davey toyed with me before dazzling 
me Into submission. The last game was 
Ihe closest I came to winning. With a 
spot of 18 points I was able to come up 
with a 20-12 lead. Ortalnly a victory 
would come of this, I thought 


IT WAS DAVEY'S serve and he got 


quick points because of It. But I still had 
that five-point lead and thought to my- 
self, 'Aha! I can put him away now.' I 
said to him, "You can cry uncle now (his 
uncle taught him how to play) but it 
won't help you." 


I had the neat five serves. This gave 


me confidence, not because I was good 
at It but because It would prevent Davey

from spinning mo Into submission. But 
he tied me, 20-20, then got the next two 
points (you have to win a game by at 
least two points) for the victory. 


If there was anything I learned from 


all of this Is that I wasn't a good player. 
Oh, it's obvious that I couldn't hold my 
own with Davey but I mean a good play- 
er knows when to quit. In took me six 
games to finally give In. Maybe I ought 
to try miniature golf. 


Davey, by the way, did not make the 


preliminary trials for the world team 
tryouts because, as he put It, sometimes 
he just doesn't play Inspired table tennis. 


"EVEUY ONCE in a while I play like 


I'm the best player In the world," he 
said. "I play inspired. I can play some-

good. At least Davey 


times llko a clutz but I can always come 
up with the big gamo. I may have a 
chance to make the world team anyway. 
They take three or four individuals who 
don't qualify and put them in a special 
category." 


Davey, 24, first became Interested in 


table tennis in his home town of Omaha, 
Neb. He has centered his life around the 
gamo and choso to attend the Illinois In- 
stitute of Technology because Chicago 
was where some of the best table tennis 
players were living. 


He earned a degree in mathematics 


while mlnorlng In computer sciences and 
kicked around at a couple of jobs before 
becoming a businessman. Davey owns 
Youth of America Inc., in which ele- 


mentary and high school students sell 
candy and cookies while he plays table 
tennis. 


But while Davey, who lives in Chicago, 


can earn enough money to make playing 
a full-time proposition, he feels table ten- 
nis must join other major sports in get- 
ting sponsors to conduct big money tour- 
naments. 


"Table tennis needs to become more 


professional. Nobody cares now if you're 
a good player unless there's money in- 
volved. Since our table tennis team went 
to China they have had their picture on 
the cover of Life magazine and been on 
TV shows. It's made sponsors more easy 
to find. Last year I made between $300 
and $400 In prize money. The year before 
I made nothing. 


"WHAT WE HAVE to do is get away 


from people thinking of the sport as ping 
pong. They should come out and see us 
play. In Asia a city tournament draws 
20,000 to 30,000 people. A world cham- 
pionship draws hundreds of thousands, 
more than the Rose Bowl. But at the U.S. 
Open last year there were only 700 
spectators." 


The big tournaments are what Davey 


strives for in his condition and practice 
program. He plays two to three hours 
four or five days a week contending that, 
"the better you are the more you have to 
practice." 


"Practice forces me to get better," he 


said. "I practice with the same two play- 
ers. They know my style and what I'm 
going to do. When they know my game it 
makes it harder for me. Then it drives 
mo harder." 


Davey insists he's lazy and doesn't 


train year 'round like some players. But, 
for a few weeks before a major tourna- 
ment ho will discipline himself in order 
to peak at the right time. 


"For tournaments I'll jog two miles a 


day, jump rope and do exercises. It helps 
quicken my reflexes and keeps me in 
shape for those long matches. Some play- 
ers run five to 10 miles a day year 
'round so they never get tired. The top 
players are at their peak all the time." 


DAVEY'S BEST playing weight is 1GO 


pounds (he's six feet tall) and he diets 
along with his conditioning program. 
He'll also play until two or three days 
before the tournament because "it 
makes mo really hungry when I get into 
the tournament play. I feel more eager." 


But, as in all sports, Davey is already 


being pushed by "younger" players com- 
ing up through the ranks. 


"Players ore quitting in their 30s 


now," ho said. "Some of them get mar- 
ried or slow down. Too many young kids 
arc coming up now. The kids arc giving 
mo trouble but I can beat them on con- 
sistency and style. Usually I'm faster 
than anyone I play. But there's a big dif- 
ference between being 18 and 24."

1373 nnd beyond. And there are some 
who think it means they want Percy In 


1978. 


The 53-year-old. Republican won his 


second Senate term with 61 per cent of 
the Illinois vote, two percentage points 
and more than a quarter million votes 
better than the President in the state. 
With that kind of showing, the presiden- 
tial timber talk that has accompanied 
Percy since his entry Into national poll- 
tin grew noticeably louder. 


As cautious as any politician who could 


be a contender four long years from now 
should be at this point, Percy says he 
has "no compulsion Inside myself" to go 


for the presidency in 1976. 


BUT HE admits his telephone has 


been ringing a lot since Nov. 7 — "You 
would think this .was a ward headquar- 
ters" — and the callers are Republicans 
who wont to talk about 1976. Percy Is 
only one of a group of Republicans, led 
by Vice President Splro T. Agnew, whose 
names are mentioned when a successor 
to Nixon is discussed. At this extremely 
early stage he probably is the favorite of 
the GOP's liberal wing. 


Percy, however, doesn't want to talk 


presidential politics. He is interested in 


Sen. Charles H. Percy—GOP presidential timber for 1976? 


Minnesota's Mondale Demo Prospect 


WASHINGTON' (UPI) -Walter Mon- 


dale, harkenins to Harry Truman, has 
said c wouldn't like the heat and won't 
go in the kitchen. But that kind of talk 
hasn't stopped speculation about the Min- 
nesota senator as a hot prospect for the 
\<f!tt Democratic presidential nomination. 


Mnndalc Li technically the senior sena- 


tor from Minnesota, but for the past 
eight years he has labored practically in 
the shadow of his "Junior" colleague, 
Sen. Hubert II. Humphrey. Even when 
Humphrey ucnt back to Minnesota In 
IWiH-70 to teach school before returning 
to the Senate, the former vice president 
and presidential contender remained the 
state's principal national political figure. 


But now Humphrey Is deferring to 


"Fritz" Momlnle as a Democratic hope 
of tomorrow. No sooner had Mandate 
won his third term Nov. 7 with 57 per 
cent of the vote than Humphrey was 
boosting him on nationwide television for 
the 1976 top spot. 


"He has n remarkably good recoO. 


He's young. He's seasoned politically. 
He's with the future. He's able to bring 
together all kinds of elements In the par- 
ty." Humphrey said election night. 


"I think It's absolutely the perfect time 


for him. Ills need now is for greater na- 
tional exposure. I'm going to work for 
him." 


IIL'T .MONDAI.K. 44. the son of a 


small-town Methodist minister and one of 
the Senate's most outspoken liberals, 
Isn't feeding such speculation. He shrugs 
It all off as "Washington talk." 


Early this year he told one Inter- 


viewer. "I don't have the stomach for n 
presidential race. I watched Hubert up 
close, and I don't like the way something 
like that tears you apart. I like some 
privacy." 


More recently, however, friends say he 


has spoken privately of the presidency 
with an appreciation of Its powers for 
change, capable, he told one audience, of 
Inspiring "a mean and divisive nation or 
one possessed by a soaring spirit." 


Mondale believes In letting the future 


take care of Itself and concentrates In- 
stead on carving out a record that will 
surpass the previous eight years of pro- 
lific lawmaklng. 


The 
boyish-looking Mlnncsotan was 


named state attorney general at age 32 
by then Cov. Orvillo Freeman. Acquiring 
a reputation as a strong consumer pro- 
tection advocate, he was appointed at 36 
to the Senate In December, 1964, to fill 
Humphrey's uncxplred term. He won his 
first full term In 1966. 


One of Mondalc's most striking quali- 


ties Is his zeal to obtain information first- 
hand. 


In the early light of morning he has 


watched Mexicans cross the border un- 
checked by U.S. customs officials to be 
bused off to southern California farms as 
cheap migrant labor. He traveled to 
Alaska to sec how Eskimos nnd Indians 
lived and survived. He and his wife went 
on a "welfare diet," eating only what the 


poor could afford. He marched with Cali- 
fornia's United Farm Workers to protest 
the hiring of Mexican labor to break Ce- 
sar Chavez' strike. 


"I WENT ON that diet nnd I sent to 


the border to sec, to feel, to be there, to 
experience what Is going on rather than 
read about it," he said. 


Concerned primarily 
with 
"human 


needs," Mondalc's legislative work has 
focused on migratory labor, Indian wel- 
fare, legal services for the poor, open 
housing, hunger and malnutrition, and 
child care. 


As chairman of the Senate Migratory 


Labor Subcommittee, he held a scries of 
dramatic hearings that brought the prob- 
lems of migrants to national attention. 
As head of another subcommittee on chil- 
dren and youth, Mondale was the chief 
architect of the child development bill 
passed by Congress nnd vetoed by Presi- 
dent Nixon. His hearings on sudden In- 
fant death shed new light on a little- 
known problem and led to a federal re- 
search program. 


A staunch advocate of lower military 


and space spending, his views are not 
always 
popularly 
received 
by Min- 


ncsofnns. He led the unsuccessful fight to 
defeat the space shuttle even though 
Honeywell, one of the shuttle's major 
contractors, Is a big employer in Min- 
nesota. 


The biggest regret of his career, he 


says, was his support for the Vietnam 
War until I960. He began to have doubts 
about the war early that year but It 
wasn't until September, after the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, that he pub- 
licly called for an end to the bombing. 


"The worst mistake of my entire ca- 


reer was to remain silent so long against 
the war," he said. "Some people in Min- 
nesota still haven't forgiven me and I 
can't say that I blame them." 


MONDALE MAKES no secret of his 


desire to become "a more assertive" 
member of the Senate's liberal bloc. 


"I don't believe the people want n stop 


to the progressive legislation we've put 
through since 1933," he said. 


"I hear there's a now majority and 


that they can be brought together on 
negative promises: We won't bother you 
on school desegregation: we won't ask 
you to do this or that for the next guy. 


"People will get wise to that kind of 


appeal after a while. They can bo scared 
and frustrated, but if my party keeps 
saying what it's for, not1 against, the ma- 
jority of the American people will listen, 
as they have In the post." 


Aides say Mondale has no interest In 


Involving himself In national Democratic 
party politics. Nonetheless, he made It 
clear In a recent television Interview he 
has definite Ideas what the party should 
now 
do 
hi 
the 
wake 
of 
George 


McGovcrn's "disastrous" defeat. 


Among other things, Mondale urged 


the party to establish an independent 
"Democratic Policy Committee" repre- 
senting all segments of the country, par- 


ticularly working people. The committee 
would hold hearings on major national 
issues nnd develop recommendations 
"that show where we stand." 


Mondale, who maintains good tics with 


o r g a n i z e d labor as well as with 
McGovcrn's new politics constituency, 
believes the future of the party rests 
with Its traditional supporters. 


"Because the Democratic Party has 


only succeeded when the average worker 
and his family, the average farmer, the 
average citizen, identified with us, and 
felt we had their best interests at heart," 
lie.said. 


Mondale appeared only once with 


McGovern, who made three visits to the 
state, but he made a point of urging his 
election in virtually every campaign 
speech. 


The fact that Mondalo did both appear 


with nnd speak for McGovern while seek- 
ing reelection himself was a rarity in 
1972. 
Many of the most liberal Demo- 


crats who had to campaign themselves 
this year completely avoided McGovern 
and endorsed him only when pressed. 


Next year, Mondale hopes to try for a 


scat on the Influential but conservative - 
dominated Finance Committee where he 
could play n larger role on the major 
social welfare and tax measures the 
committee controls. 


Congressional action In the next few 
years and be already has a list of prior- 
ity items. 


In on interview, Percy laid down an 


extensive list of legislative needs of the 
nation, ranging from durg control to 
property tax relief to care for senior citi- 
zens, 
nation, ranging from drug control to 


"We've got so much to do here at 


home to make the quality of life in 
America better. The quality of life is 
what troubles people. We're rich people 
and we are troubled and unhappy for a 
variety of reasons. That's what we ought 
to be concerned with now," Percy said. 


"I think the people were saying, 'We 


want on activist government. We see the 
President as an activist President and 
we see Percy as an activist senator.1 


Our voters in Illinois liked both." 


PERCY'S VIEW of the election differ- 


ed somewhat from that of many persons, 
probably Including Nixon. The President 
said he interpreted his mandate as a 
scaling down of federal activities, espe- 
cially governmental initiatives to case 
the difficulties of the cities, the poor and 
the excluded. 


"The president received a sweeping 


mandate, overwhelming support, support 
not only of Republicans overwhelmingly 
but a whole new coalition of Democrats 
and independents," Percy said. 


"His foreign policy initiatives of a 


creative nature, some of the bold pro- 
grams he initiated, were supported. The 
electorate assumed the war in Vietnam 
was over, and it was just a matter of 
signing the final agreement. They as- 
sumed that many of the vestiges of the 
past, the reluctance to trade with East 
Europe, the reluctance to recognize the 
existence of 800 mlltidn Chinese, were 
things that the President had overcome. 


"I think the electorate is looking for- 


ward to the same creativity and boldness 
now in domestic policy." 


Percy refused to interpret the election 


as "a litmus test" indicating wide sup- 
port for conservative Republicans and 
Agnew in particular. But he acknowledg- 
ed that Agnew has "one of the largest" 
constituencies in the GOP. 


IN HIS OWN campaign Percy got n 


wide base of support. He had near unani- 
mous support of Chicago's business and 
financial community and he won en- 
dorsements from the United Auto Work- 
ers, the United Transportation Workers, 
the Illinois Education Association, and 
black leader Jcsso Jackson. 


"We were able again to have a pretty 


solidly based coalition of downstatc, in- 
ner city and suburbanites, with strong 
support across the board, with black and 
white, rich and poor, young and old," 
Percy said. 


"Eighty-six per cent of campus stu- 


dents supported my candidacy and we 
were overwhelmingly supported by se- 
nior citizens, an area In which I've con- 
centrated 23 per cent of my work in tho 
Senate." 


Percy said he got some of the campus 


support that originally had gone to Sen. 
George S. McGovern, the Democratic 
presidential nominee, and that he ran 
stronger than Nixon among the Spanish- 
speaking, the blacks and other minor- 
ities. 


"I've never believed In the coattail the- 


ory," Percy said. He said Dwight D. Els- 
enhower, one of his earliest mentors In 
tho Republican party, and Richard M. 
Nixon camo Into Illinois the day before 
the 1964 election — and Percy lost his bid 
for the governor's seat. 


"WHEN I RAN for the Senate the first 


time in 1966, no one came — and I won." 


Percy sold he will work toward impos- 


ing a congressional celling on the federal 
budget, a congressional Limit on the 
President's war-making powers; 
full 


funding of revenue sharing and 
drug 


abuse programs; busting the highway 


trust fund to make more money avail- 
able for urban moss transit; national 
health insurance; penal reform and a bill 
to Insure trials within 60 days; trade leg- 
islation to help firms adversely affected 
by lower tariffs; an air hijacking bill; 
welfare reform; tax reform, with federal 
matching funds for any state that ex- 
empts low-Income people from property 
taxes and that part of their rent attribut- 
able to property tax; a federal plan to 
protect private pension programs; and 
such help for the elderly as half-rate 
transportation. 


"It's a blueprint for fulfilling the hope 


and expectations of people who have giv- 
en us a mandate now to go ahead now 
and implement the programs that are 
needed to heal the wounds in this 
country, rectify Injustice, nnd put highest 
priority on nation-building at home," 
Percy said. 


During the past four years, Percy 


voted against the administration on the 
Supreme Court nominations of Clement 
F. Haynsworth and G. Harrold Carswell, 
the first and crucial vote on the antibal- 
listlc missile ABM system, on building 
the supersonic transport SST and on res- 
olutions seeking an end to the Vietnam 


War. 


PERCY SOUGHT at the Miami Beach 


convention to gain greater representation 
for populous states at the 1976 con- 
vention. He also feels that presidential 
campaigns are too long and that a nomi- 
nee should not have to go through so 
many state primaries — but he Is not 
certain what the solutions are to these 
problems. 


When the question of his own candida- 


cy In 1976 was put to him directly, he 
replied: "I have no compulsion of any 
kind inside myself to do anything. I think 
it's far too early." 


Then he added: "It's a matter of 


weighing the inclinations and feelings of 
family members and I feel quite sure 
there are other families that feel far 
more compelled to do something in 1976 
than my familytnor I. 


"We have a sense of fulfillment in 


what we're doing.'' 


Percy acknowleged that the desire to 


become president must "burn in one's 
gut" if a person is to embark on such a 
race. 


"It's impossible to tell when that spark 


comes. But I don't feel it myself now," 
he said.

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Pope Rebuffs His Bishops

Five years ago, the bishops of the Ho- 


man Catholic Church, assembled in glob- 
al conclave at the Vatican Council, ap- 
proved overwhelmingly "the principle of 
collegiillty." 


Translated from ecclesiastical Jargon, 


this principle means that all bishops of 
the church have a right to share in Its 
government and the making of doctrinal 
decisions. And they have this right, not 
by sufferance of the Pope, but by the 
direct authorization or the church's 
founder, Jesus Christ. 


Many expected in that fall of 1967 the 


principle of collcglallty would be the 
most basic and far-reaching reform ac- 
complished by the Vatican Council. Had 
It been Implemented, It would have led to 
a great redistribution of power and 
much-needed decentralization of author- 
ity that for ccntur selhas been tightly 
held by the Pope — or more accurately, 
by (he papal bureaucracy known as the 
Curia — In Rome. 


Out It has not happened. "Colleglality" 


remains only a word to which Up service 
Is paid — not a dynamic principle of 
church government. 


POPE PAUL VI conspicuously Ignored 


the basic Idea of shared authority when 
he promulgated his famous decree on 
contraception without even consulting his 
fellow bishops. Many of them were 
shocked — and told him so in private. 


Later, the Pope seemed to be carrying 


out the council's plan for a "senate" of 
bishops, composed of elected representa- 
tives from all national hierarchies, to ad- 
vise and consult with him on major prob- 
lems. 


The Pope set up such a senate — al- 


though he preferred to call it a "synod" 
— to meet at the Vatican every two 
years. Dut it became obvious at the first 
two synod meetings that Paul VI had no 
intention of delegating any real power to 
this body. Ha balked even at letting the 
synod choose its own agenda, specifically 
refusing to permit discussion of certain 
hot issues such as priestly celibacy. 


Whatever credibility might have re- 


mained to the "principle of collcglallty" 
1 s 
now being demolished. 
Vatican 


sources say Paul VI has quietly shelved 
a plan under which representation bish- 
ops chosen by national hierarchies would 
have joined the College of Cardinals in 
electing new popes. Cardinal Leo Sue- 
ncns of Belgium had urged this plan on 
Paul VI as the best way to give concrete 
expression to the concept of colleglality. 


THIS LATEST rebuff to the bishops 


may give powerful impetus to a move- 
ment already under way in some parts of 
the church to go ahead and make deci- 
sions at the diocesan level without asking 
Roma for permission. 


Because it always Is done quietly and 


discreetly, no one knows just how much 
of this Is taking place. But It may be far 
more widespread than Rome realizes. 
And If the trend continues, it could lead 
to a kind of dc facto collcgiality.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Please tell me what 


pellagra Is and what causes It. 


Dear Reader — This Is a disease 


caused by a vitamin deficiency. We us'u- 
ally attribute the problem to a deficiency 
of nlacln (also known as nlcotinic acid 
and nlcotlnamldc). This disease almost 
never occurs anymore In the United 
States. It was quite common In the south- 
cm United Slates In the 1930s. 


Many families in those days ate a diet 


, heavily dependent on pork fat and hom- 
iny grits from the corn that had been 
dcgcrmcd, and as a result, their diet 
didn't have sufficient nlacin. Today the 
problem U noted mostly in areas where 
the diet primarily consists of corn. • 


Even in areas of tho world where the 


diet Isn't very rich by our standards and 
corn is a major staple, if people ilso use 
lota of mature bean seeds, they don't de- 
velop pellagra. 


The mature lican seed Is an excellent 


vegetable source of protein and it serves 
adequately to prevent pellagra and a 
number of deficiency diseases. It Is per- 
haps one of the most neglected foods 
available to \a, Not only is It rich In pro- 
tein, It Is low in fat, and mast variellics 
of mature bean seeds contain an appre- 
ciable amount of calcium as well as 
some Iron. The common white bean or 
navy bean Is an excellent choice. 


RESIDES mature beans, other good 


sources of nlacin arc lean meat, fish, 
poultry, whole grain cereals and en- 
riched breads and enriched flours. Indi- 
viduals with pellagra have a variety of 
symptoms which Include weakness, fa- 
tigue, loss of appetite and the gamut of 
digestive disturbances which include ab- 
dominal distcntion, diarrhea and proc- 
tills. 


In the advanced form there is in- 


flammation of most of the mucus linings 
of tho body which results In a sore mouth

"Encounter groups may be the chief 


Instrument for changing society," con- 
tends the Rev. Robert Cromey, a San 
Francisco Episcopal clergyman whose 
public pronouncements on controversial 
social Issues have been vast in number 
and scope. 


In one of an encyclopedic volume of his 


letters to editors, the former parish 
priest recently Identified himself as "an 
encounter group leader and individual 
therapist," adding (modestly): "More 
people than ever arc coming to join my 
groups, as well as Esalon and Synanon." 


The Rev. Mr. Cromcy's letter also took 


Issue with a statement by a neighboring 
family therapist, Dr. Gerald Smith, who 
conducted the first couple's workshop for 
the Esalon Institute (the big daddy of the 
Encounter Culture), Dr. Smith now con- 
tends that encounter groups "are over 
the hill." 


There are increasing signs that Dr. 


Smith may be right — ut least regarding 
the long romance between encounter 
groups and certain church leaders. For 
the past two decades, church members 
in various denominations (particularly 
Cromey'a) have been regaled with tho al- 
leged salvation-potential of the Encoun- 
ter Culture's group dynamics antece- 
dents: "parish life conferences," "group 
life laboratories," "buss-sessions" and 
the like. For these, and now encounter 
groups, seemed to be the solution to the 
problem of diminishing fellowship, as the 
church no longer functioned as the hub of 


'social life for most of its parishioners. 


NOW THERE ARE an increasing num- 


ber of second thoughts, and more careful 
scrutiny of the encounter process from 
such serious observers as the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Oden, Professor of Ethics and 
Theology at Drew Unlverity in New Jer- 
sey. 


In an article in The Christian Century 


magazine, Dr. Oden re[x>rts: "I have at- 
tended seminars at which eminent lead- 
ers of the Encounter Culture backed 
away from critical dialogue, on the 
ground that any objection to their prac- 


• tices was rooted In the objector's psy- 


chological state — In his anger or anx- 
iety. 


"This point of view results in a strange 


phenomenon: The movement that so em- 
phasizes receiving feedback cannot itself 
receive feedback." 


Dr. Oden also notes: 
— "The Encounter Culture seems 


unable to police Itself, or even to estab- 
lish internal standards that would pre- 
vent abuses ... Why is a movement (Nat 
emphasizes honest self-disclosure so of- 
ten accused of being utterly phony? 


—"The Encounter Culture's reputation 


for places where extraordinary sexual 
practices arc permitted is not altogether 
undeserved . .. Their argument that na- 
kedness leads to honesty Is just as 
spurious as the argument that impulsive- 
ness Is always preferable to repression . 
. , Some of the more Influential encoun- 
ter leaders have testified to the central 


importance of hallucenogenic drugs at 
crucial stages of their 'religious devel- 
opment." 


—"Perhaps it is just because encoun- 


ter groups idealize honesty to the Nth 
degree that their less-than-honcst prac- 
tices appear so glaring. The insincere 
flaws of the merchants of sincerity are 
not hard to recognize. These people have 
a keen and constant eye for publicity. 
Few of them are poor and the group fees 
run high. 


THE ENCOUNTER group gospel of 


confession and quickie relationships via 
psychological (and'or physical) strip- 
tease is hardly new. Dr. Oden goes back 
to the Middle Ages for similarly "odd 
collections of trip-takers and experience- 
mongers," such as a group called the 
"Free Spirits" and later, the egalitarian 
millcnarians, the Taborites and the Lev- 
elers. 


The excesses to which some contempo- 


rary cncounterists can go Is seen in the 
$170,000 damages awarded by a jury to 
Paula Abraham, a 22 year-old alumnae 
of San Jose State University In Califor- 
nia. 


Miss Abraham held that she had suf- 


fered near fatal kidney damage, severe 
bruises and a lacerated mouth during 3 
hours at the hands of the University's 
Professor Robert \V. Zaslow and his 
technique of "rage reduction." Com- 
mented Zaslow: 


"I think I did her a favor. We do it 


lovingly."

and tongue and Inflammation f the lining 
of the entire digestive tract. It also can 
result In inflammation of the urethra and 
vagina. Advanced cases can cause a vari- 
ety of mental symptoms from simple 
anxiety and irritability to dlsorlcntatlon, 
delirium and hallucinations. ' 


One of the features of the disease Is a 


dermatitis. It may look like a mild 
sunburn in early stages and it character- 
istically affects tho areas of the skin that 
arc exposed to tho sun. As the condition 
advances the skin becomes thicker and 
scaly. 


IN THE presence of niacln deficiency 


or pellagra, there usually arc multiple 
vitamin deficiencies Including thlamlno 
(D-l). This can result In burning feet. 
Usually, If you have one significant vita- 
min deficiency you will find that there 
arc other vitamin deficiencies. Individ- 
uals who arc obtaining an adequate diet 
may sometimes develop pellagra and 
other vitamin deficiencies If they have 
an absorption problem and can't proper- 
ly absorb foods and vitamins from the 
digestive tract, This can occur In alcohol- 
ics, Individuals with cirrhosis of the liver 
and people with chronic diarrhea from 
other causes. 


In otherwise normal people the prob- 


lem can be prventcd with an adequate 
diet, and if for any reason there Is any 
question about obtaining an adequate 
balanced diet, a regular daily vitamin 
which contains at least the minimum 
daily requirement should bo taken. This 
Is a good Idea for people who arc not 
likely to consistently cat an adequate 
diet. Vitamin pills alone will not replace 
a good healthy diet, but they will help.

April. Arlington Park is regarded

gr.mdstand during the bad-weather 
.season, attendance at Arlington 
P.irk. and the corresponding reve- 
nue to the state, can be expected to 
he disastrous. 


On the other hand, Sportsman's

Current member, Gerald F. Fitz- 


gerald of Palatine, who fought the 
announced racing schedule, has 
served admirably on the board and 
while we feel an entire new board 
is desirable, Walker should seek an 
equally capable and responsible 
successor. 


If Illinois racing is to be saved 


from its tragic downhill path, and, 
indeed, if it ever is to be returned 
to its former position o£ promi- 
nence, sure and swift action is 
mandatory.

A Theory Of 


Christmas Gifts 


It's funny how academic people can 


once in a while make sense out of every- 
day things, placing them in a broader 
framework. 


They've done it this time with Christ- 


mas gifts. 


A sociologist named Sheila K. Johnson, 


writing in the Washington Post, de- 
scribes the process of gift-giving as often 
a contest, a struggle between unequal*, 
and all part of a process of defining 
where we are on the social pecking or- 
der. 


She writes: "A person who does not, or 


cannot, reciprocate (in the level of gifts) 
is either signalling that he wants to put 
an end to a friendly relationship or he 
puts himself in a socially subordinate po- 
sition to the person from whom he ac- 
cepts unilateral gifts." 


In other words, if your neighbor gives 


you a fifth of Jack Daniels and if you 
choose not to return the gift, you are in- 
dicating:. 


A. You don't want to see your neighbor 


as often. 


B. You've been one-upped by your 


neighbor. 


This reciprocal theory has fascinating 


applications in terms of adults giving 
gifts to children. Ms. Johnson points out 
there's no immediate reciprocity in- 
volved; no five-year-old child's bank ac- 
count is large enough or his world-view 
large enough to match gifts with his par- 
ents. 


Ms. Johnson further contends there's 


the hint of future reciprocity involved in 
the adult-child relationship: Kid, we sup- 
ply you with gifts now; and you support 
us in your old age. 


Think about that one for a moment. 


Rationally, it sounds like a rather silly 
idea. Indeed, though, is not that tendency 
present? 


There arc gifts, of course, without any 


thought or hope of reciprocity — but with 
a moral lesson attached. Charity baskets 
of food arc an example of such. 


Earlier this year, I visited moderately 


affluent friends in St. Louis. The wife,

Food is eaten, and it does not 
sit around as a constant reminder of an 
unmet social obligation. 


All of this theorizing indicates nothing 


more than the fact we function in social 
frameworks, where gifts ore a tool of 
status and of affection, even love. What 
matters, this Christmas season, as al- 
ways Is the blend of the ingredients.

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Christmas Sales Hold Key

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Cattlemen 


will keep pace with growing consumer 
demand for beef by boosting production 
a third by 1980 If price*, as expected, 
remain strong, an Agriculture Deport- 
ment survey Indicates. 


The greatest gain In basic beef herds 


will come In the Southeast where the 
one-time land of cotton has already be- 
come a leading cattle region. Substantial 
Increases also arc expected In other gen- 
eral crop-livestock farming regions In- 
cluding the Corn Cell and parts of the 
northern Plains, with lesser growth ex- 
pected In traditional cattle ranching sec- 
tions. 


Most cattlemen and other livestock ex- 


perts checked In the department survey 
predicted there would be "strong encour- 
agement" for needed expansion In the 
nation's beef cow herd if prices of feeder 
calves remain, as expected, above J33 
per hundred pounds. 


Records Indicate calf prices have been 


above the $35 level for about two years 
and In recent months have been fluctuat- 
ing around record highs In the H7 range. 
One expert here said prices should re- 
main well above the $35 level for at least 
the next few years. 
< 


THE EXPERT Ms-member nationwide 


survey panel Indicated total beef cow 
numbers wcr» likely to grow from about 


37 million in 1970 to 48 million in 1980. 


A herd this size could supply nearly 23 


billion pounds of beef. Adding about 4 
billion pounds produced from slaughter 
of U.S. dairy cows and net •imports of 
nearly 2 billion pounds up from about 1.3 
billion at present would bring the total 
1080 beef supply for consumers to about 
29 billion pounds compared with about 22 
billion In 1970. 


The survey predicted cow numbers 


would expand through 1980 in all parts of 
the country, but with sharp differences 
among states and regions. The forecasts 
Included: 


Lake States: Cow numbers will rise 


about 400,000 to 1.3 million. The 49 per 
cent gain Is the largest forecast in per- 
centage terms for any region and will be 
due mainly to favorable cattle price 
prospects and availability of good forage 
supplies. 


Corn Belt: Cow numbers will rise 1.6 


million, or 37 per cent, to a 1980 total of 
6.7 million with most of the gain concen- 
trated In Missouri and Iowa and little 
growth In Illinois and Indiana. Growth 
factors will Include relatively low grain 
prices and a regional demand for more 
feeder calves. 


Northern Plains: Cow herds are ex- 


pected to rise 33 per cent, or about 2 
million head, to a total of 8.5 million. 
Most expansion will come In the eastern 
part of the region. 


Unemployment Rate Sees 
Sharpest Dip In 27 Months 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The notion's 


unemployment rate dropped last month 
from 5.5 per cent to 5.2 per cent, the 
lowest In 27 months, the government said 
last week. 


The Labor Department's Bureau of La- 


bor Statistics (BLS) sold the number of 
persoiH with jobs held steady at 82.5 mil- 
lion In November after rising steadily for 
more than a year, while the number of 
unemployed workers dropped by 300,000 
to 4 5 million, the fewest since September 
1970 


The BLS said the reduction In jobless- 


nMi occurred among adult workers, di- 
vided equally between men and women. 


Average weekly earnings of rank and 


file workers declined $1.12 in November, 
to $138.01 because of a 12 minute decline 
In the average work week to 37.1 hours. 
The average work week in manufac- 
turing, however, rose by 12 minutes to 
40 9 hours, the longest In four years. 


Tilt; IH.S SAID jobless rates for most 


groupi of workers declined substantially 
in November. For Instance, the unem- 
ployment rate for white workers fell 


from 5 per cent to 4.6 per cent, although 
joblessness for black workers remained 
at about 9.8 per cent 


Jobless rales decreased from 3.9 to 3.6 


per cent for adult men, from 2.8 to 2.4 
per cent for married men and from 5.5 to 
5 per cent for adult women. But the 
unemployment rate for teenagers re- 
mained unchanged at 15.4 per cent. 


Unemployment for full-time workers 


declined from 5 to 4.6 per cent, the low- 
est since the middle of 1970, but the rate 
for part-time workers held steady at 8.4 
per cent.

The recent rush to sink spare family 


caih Into tho tax-exempts has, pre- 
dictably, attracted the usual fringe of un- 
scrupulous, ahady and downright dishon- 
est peddlers, and many innocent In- 
vestors are 
being put through the 


wringer. Examples arc the Memphis 
scandal, where authorities moved in last 
year to break up the fun, and Florida, 
where tho state has had to Issue a leaflet 
telling citizens how to avoid getting 
burned.

First, there aro 
different kinds of municipals, or so- 
called municipals — and considerable 
variation as to Investment quality. 


Two types of bonds sold by some deal- 


ers as municipals raise questions about 
whether they are true municipal bonds, 
and whether they arc in fact tax exempt, 
according to tho McGraw-Hill publica- 
tion, "Personal Business." 


One Is the "Industrial revenue" bond, 


whose only purpose Is to raise money for 
offering Inducements to corporations for 
locating Industrial facilities In the area. 


Tho other is the "arbitrage bond," Is- 


sued to raise money which some govern- 
mental unit or agency hopes to Invest at 
a profit over the interest it pays to the 
bondholders. 


Then there are "revenue bonds." No 


doubt as to their being municipals, and 
tax exempt, but appraising their In- 
vestment quality can be tricky. They're 
issued to build such revenue-producing 
projects as bridges, highways, stadiums 
and the like. Whether bondholders get 
paid depends on how much revenue that 
particular project generates. Individual 
Investors — even the experts — can 
guess wrong on that. There's the famous 
skyway In the Chicago area that at- 
tracted about as much traffic as a back 
road In Arkansas. 


FINALLY, there's the "real" munici- 


pal, which Is what most investors as- 
sume they're buying from a salesman 
who's pushing those wonderful tax-free 
bonds. The real thing Is the "general ob- 
ligation" bond, backed by the unlimited 
taxing authority of the issuer. It's long 
been regarded as gilt-edged — but some 
bond experts are now warning that tax- 
payer revolts could endanger the ability 
of some Issuers to meet Interest pay- 
ments. 


Tho primary caution for investors, say 


reputable bond houses, is to remember 
that "there are no bargains in munici- 
pals." If you're offered a $1,000 bond at 
the "bargain" price of $750, there's a 
reason. 


Most likely, the bond is discounted be- 


cause It was Issued at a rote of interest 
lower than the current rate. The discount 
will bring its "yield to maturity" up to a 
competitive rate. You'll be paid the low- 
er rate until the bond matures; the dif- 
ference Is made up to you when you cash 
In your $750 investmen fr $1,000. ahcn 
you've Incurred a iapital gains tax — 
and your '"bargain,"' in the end, may be . 
a iilrly expensive one.

A bond also may nave to be discounted 


because It's been given a low Moody's or 
Standard & Poor's rating. Its bargain 
price could mean that you're carrying 
more risk than you should.

Big Boom Expected In Toys, Games

NEW YORK (UPI) - The toy-games 


business expects its biggest sales ever 
this year after the slight falloff In 1971. 


Normally 
immune to recessionary 


trends because of Christmas sentimental- 
ity, the toy-games Industry has set a 
sales record every year since 1957. Last 
year was no exception, but the $2.35 bil- 
lion In manufacturer's shipments repre- 
sented only a 4 per cent gain over 1970 
Instead of the usual 10 to 12 per cent, 
according to the Toy Manufacturers 
Assn. 


Things seem back to normal this year. 


If shipments maintain the 12.5 per cent 
faster pace registered through August, 
actual sales will top $2.6 billion. Since 60 
to 75 per cent of annual toy-games sales 
Is made during the Christmas season, the 
makers will probably do much better. 


In remembrance of last year's experi- 


ence, which left many retailers over- 
stocked with gimmicky items, the in- 
dustry got back to basics In 1972. This 
season shelves carry staple items of 
greater quality and durability. 


"There aren't likely to be any hula 


hoops this Christmas," said one manu- 
facturer. 


ONE REASON for the movement away 


from fad toys is a trend toward nos- 
talgia. Ideal Toy Corp. revived Its Shir- 
Icy Templo doll this year coinciding with 
a new wave of movio reruns on TV with 
great success. 


"THE; SHIRLEY Temple name is a 


real powerhouse," said Herbert R. Sand, 
executive vice president of Ideal. "Moth- 
ers love the doll because they probably 
owned one when they were children." 


The doll was originally manufactured 


In 1933. 


Milton Bradley also has a new doll for 


the Christmas season, one cast in the im- 
age of Charlie, Chaplin. A spokesman 
said the company's greatest strength lies

grees. This will keep the homo fairly 
warm and tho temperature can be 
brought back up to normal In a short 
time upon your return. 


Dirty filters In an electric furnace or 


heat pump make the system work harder 
to produce the necessary heat. Check the 
filters and clean them at least once a 
month. This will also keep your home 
cleaner and possibly eliminate costly ser- 
vice calls.

To Halt Campaign 
Tax Loopholes

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Sen. Adlal E. 


Stevenson HI, D-I11., warned the Internal 
Revenue Service last week cither to close 
retroactively two large campaign tax 
loopholes or be forced by Congress to do 
so 


Stevenson said the practice of allowing 


political campaign committees to use the 
loopholes on capital gains tax and gift 
tax Is costing the federal government 
millions of dollars in revenues. 


"The largest contributor to a 1972 pres- 


idential candidate," Stevenson said In 
reference to Chicago Insurance tycoon 
W Clement Stone, "has attempted to es- 
cape payment of at least $546,000 In gift 
taxes on his $2 million contribution" to 
President Nixon's reelection campaign. 


Stevenson said Stone escaped the pay- 


ment by "making his donation through 
more than COO checks made out to over 
GOO separate committees." 


In a letter to IRS Commissioner John- 


nie Walters, Stevenson noted that one tax 
loophole allows contributions of $3,000 or 
less to a single candidate In a single year 
to 1)0 made without Incurring federal gift 
taxes 


KXTi:i«l'OLATING FKOM Stone's and 


others' dealings In campaign contribu- 
tions, Stevenson estimated that contrib- 
utors to the campaigns of the two presi- 
dential candidates and of candidates for 
other offices would escape at least $5 
million In gift taxes. 


Stevenson said the other loophole al- 


lows contributors to give property to a 
campaign committee which the com- 
mittee, In turn, sells for cash. The con- 
tributor would have had to pay a capital 
gains tax on the profit he made on the 
property, but the loophole allows the 
campaign committee to escape that tax. 


Therefore, Stevenson sold, the contri- 


bution is worth more than It cost the con- 
tributor That loophole, he said, favors 
the large contributor far more than the 
smalt one 


Turning to congressional reform, Ste- 


venson told newsmen he did not forscc 
any challenge to the Senate seniority sys- 
tem vvhen the party meets to choose its 
leaders before the opening of Congress 
Jan 3

THE BEAUTY of drawing these paral- 


lels Is that they can be viewed two ways. 


Should a senator say "we take better 


care of our automobiles than we do our 
own bodies" at a banquet honoring the 
"Transmission Repairman of the Year," 
mechanics in the audience would consid- 
er it a compliment. 


But as the opening statement by Sen. 


Richard S. Schwciker, R-Pa., at a Senate 
hearing on malnutrition, It suggests mis- 
placed priorities. 


Schwciker clearly meant to Imply that 


we should take better care of our bodies 
than we do our cars. Which is a fairly 
reasonable viewpoint. 


But If he almost meant to imply that 


our bodies are being neglected, then his 
comment was misleading. 


AT ANOTHER Senate hearing the oth- 


er day, Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wls., re- 


ported that Americans currently spend 
about $1 billion a year on tablets, cap- 
sules, drops, sprays and syrups for relief 
of coughs and colds. 


That must be almost as much as we 


spend on oil filters. And it certainly In- 
dicates we are giving care of the body 
the old college try. 


The main difference between car care 


and body care Is that oil filters apparent- 
ly work whereas cough and cold re- 
medies don't. 


Medical experts told Nelson's subcom- 


mittee . the remedies you buy at the 
neighborhood drugstore, delicatessen or 
fruit stand wouldn't even so much as 
staunch a runny nose. 


SO IF YOU see a body that obviously 


is In need of upkeep, it doesn't neces- 
sarily mean the owner is to blame. It 
may mean the maintenance procedure 
recommended in the warranty booklet 
was Ineffective. 


Or It could simply mean the body is a 


lemon. 


For that matter, some cars that re- 


ceive good care don't run very well. But 
when you take them in for service, the 
mechanic can't find anything wrong. 


This could mean the car is a lemon Or 


It could mean the car is a hypochon- 
driac.

Some /iTcive To Heal The Hurt Of Divorce

"My wife simply didn't want the kids. 


She wanted another man. another life — 
and It didn't Include children ..." 


"Instead of slaying together far tho 


sake of tho children, no got a divorce for 
tho sake of the children. I had little 
trouble gaining custody of my kids; my 
wife Is an alcoholic ..." 


"There was never a question of wheth- 


er or not I wanted custody of my son. I 
took every step to maintain custody and 
It1 resulted In a mutual agreement with 
my wife..." 


"Tho hardest thing I've ever had to do 


In my life was go to court and prove my 
wife was an unfit mother. She suffered, I 
suffered and I'm sure my kids suffered, 
but It was something I had to do ..." 


T1IEHE IS a gradual revolution oc- 


curring across the country in divorce 
courts. More fathers arc being strongly 
considered for custody of their children. 
The percentage Is still small — especial- 
ly when the mother Is also a responsible 
parent — but as more men demand cus- 
toy, more receive It. 


"For every 100 men who have custody 


DO have the children because their wife 
doesn't want them," said William Ja- 
cobs, a matrimonial lawyer with years of 
experience in custody cases. "Of the oth- 
er 10 maybe five have custody because 
the wife Is an alcoholic, addicted to 
drugs or mentally ill. The remainder 
have custody because they can prove the 
wife Is unfit. Unfltness Includes a proven 


history of child abuse or gross neglect." 


"ItAKELY 00 both parents want the 


children," Jacobs continued. "If they do 
the court may award split or Joint custo- 
dy where the children ore divided be- 
tween the parents, or the children stay 
together but spend a portion of the year 
or week with cither parent. 


"Generally, the parents agree before 


the divorce who will Imvo tho kids. Not 
many cases arc contested once they have 
begun." 


In the past, children were usually 


automatically placed with their mother 
— regardless of her fitness. Now, it has 
been estimated that eight per cent of the 
fathers involved in a divorce receive cus- 
tody of the children. They are In the 
midst of the joys and problems facing 
a single parent. 


"After she left I wasn't too sure I real- 


ly wanted the kids cither," said Dick as 
he looked towards the bedrooms down 
the hall in his comfortable Dei Plalnes 
home where Sarah, 12, and Dean, 14, 
were sleeping. "Suddenly I was forced 
Into a situation of being mother and fa- 
ther when I really hadn't been much of a 
father In the first place. But I knew she 
didn't want them in the new life she'd 
chosen so I made the decision to try." 


SAKAII AND DEAN were In school 


when their mother left her unhappy mar- 
ralgc for another man. Dick saw those 
first two months of their life together as 
"getting them up for school, getting my- 
self off to work, checking to make sure 
they got home from school all right,

"It would have been much easier fi- 


nancially, legally, professionally, etc , 
for me not to have kept Brad. I did what 
I felt was right. He's probably spent 
more time with me in a loving situation 
than when ho was in a two-parent 
home " 


Phil, too, faces the common single-par- 


ent dilemma of not having enough time. 
"I con do it all, but life is just one big 
logistical battle which I think I've con- 
qucrcd . . . but the battle continues. 
Without the help I've had from friends, 
parents, school and church I wouldn't 
have made it as well. I have sacrificed 
my leisure more than ever before and 
my social life. The people at work under- 
stand my situation and the company 
hasn't had to make concessions jet I've 
never had to make a business change be- 
cause of Brad, but there have been some 
squeakers. If Brad were sick, I'd take off 
the necessary time but that is under- 
stood " 


Phil has thought in terms of hiring a 


housekeeper but hasn't really had to >et 
because of the help of others "I didn't 
want to jump right into hiring a house- 
keeper. I wanted to take on more respon- 
sibility as time would allow rather than 
throw it to an outside party." 


Doing things together has been the ve- 


hicle to bring Brad and Phil closer to- 
gether. "While there is considerable fun 
and games between us there is a clear 
understanding of roles. Our relationship 
is based on simple love and the need he 
has for me and me for him."

Winter The Time For Nature Books 
Questers invite

As gardeners put away their rakes and 


hoc* for the winter, they can turn again 
to the world of garden nature books. 


One area of nature and gardening 


books that can bo specially rewarding 
because It is shared is the area of chil- 
dren's books. 


A recent book of special value because 


it has a setting in Northern Illinois Is 
"Eric Plants a Garden" by Jean Hudlow 
and published by Albert Whitman Co. In 
story and picture form, Eric, an 8-year- 
old, goes through all the steps of weed- 
ing, raking and hoeing. He even plants 
his vegetable garden on paper. 


My 5-ycar-old doesn't know It, but he's 


reviewed his first book as he snuggles up 
and we read this newest gardening book 
for children again and again. Your local 
bookstore probably will not have It In 
stock, but they can order it for you. 


FOR SLIGHTLY older children, sec 


"Nature Around the Year," by Henri 
LcClcrcR, Golden Press ($3 95). The book 
is divided Into monthly divisions with 
half dozen or more two-page stories in 
each division. 


December includes one story on Christ- 


mas plants Including, of course, holly 
and mistletoe. The mistletoe is Illus- 
trated in color showing exactly how it 
grows on trees. Try to explain to a 
youngster why the days become shorter 
In winter. If you have tried to, you'll 
appreciate the story on winter solstice. A 
fourth grader can read and understand 
Its relation to Christmas. 


The book Is printed on heavy paper 


with moderately large type. This makes 
It suitable for a youngster's gift. 


A slightly older — perhaps sixth grade 


— youngster or even an adult, will learn 
from "A Tree Is Born" by Guilcher and 
Noqllles, Sterling ($3.50). In separate 
chapters, it shows with superb black and 
white photographs the Initial stages of 
horse chestnut, oak, walnut and pine tree 
development. The selection of trees 
couldn't have been more fortunate as all 
arc common to Northern Illinois. 


CUTAWAY PHOTOGRAPHS show that 


the entire flower of n horsechcstnut is 
developed in miniature In the fall bud. 
Later photos show the opening of the 
flowprhud and then the development of 
the seed. 


In the section on the pine, we learn it 


takes two years for a pine cone to devel- 
op. 


Another Interesting little book invites 


us to "Guess What Grasses Do" by Rln- 
koff and Darwin, published by Lathrop, 
Lee and Shcpard Co. ($393). We learn 
that they Include corn, rice, bamboo, all 
the grains except buckwheat and, of 
course, lawns. 


We also learn through large typo and 


two-color drawing.* that the Apaches in 
Anznna lived in n walkup made of layers 
of dried grass and that the Hop! Indians 
made trays and baskets of coiled ropes 
of grasses. A good book for reading to 
joungcr children or as n primer for be- 
ginning readers. 


1 HERB'S NO reason to delay train- 


ing your youngsters in ecology. That's 
why "Pond and Marsh Plants" by Olive 
L. Earle, William Morrow and Co. 
($3.75) will be welcomed. On the fast 
page a line drawing shows the parts of a 
lily flower In the classic pattern. Then 
the book explains that all plants have a 
particular place where they grow best. 


West's Black Congressivoman 
Doesn't Want To Be 'Token'

S A C U A M E N T 0 (UPI) —Yvonne 


Brathwalte Burke, the first black con- 
grcsswoman from the West, says she's 
eager to enter "the smokcfllled rooms" 
in Washington but "not as just a wall- 
flower or token decoration." 


The attractive, vivacious and chic Cali- 


fornia stale assemblywoman, who Is 40 
but looks much younger, made her first 
splash on the national political scene In 
July when she deftly wielded the gavel at 
the Democratic National Convention be- 
fore million* of television viewers. 


When the new Congress convenes, she 


and her long-time friend, Barbara Jor- 
dan, a Texas state senator, will become 
the second and third black Congress- 
women In history, joining Rep. Shirley 
Chisholm of Brooklyn. 


Mrs. Burke, who breezed to n Nov. 7 


victory over a white conservative hi a 
district bordering on Watts — where she 
witnessed the 196S riots — Intends to 
carve an Image distinctly different from 
that of the New York Democrat. 


"I'LL NEVER be another Shirley Chis- 


holm," she said In an interview. 


I n s t e a d of seeking the national 


spotlight on dramatic Issues, the recently 
remarried Congresswoman plans to con- 
centrate on the nut-and-bolt measures 
she considers Important to her district. 


Commercial development of Inner 


cities, housing child care centers and In- 
creased benefits to domestic workers. 


"I don't bcleivc In grandstanding," 


said the daughter of a movie studio la- 
borer. "But In the poverty areas, If there 
is something we need, then I'll go after 
It." 


Unlike Mrs. Chisholm, Mrs. Burke 


feels she has been discriminated against 
more as a black than as a woman. 


"MY LIFE IS ridden with a great deal 


of racial discrimination," she said. "The 
really terrible times are when you aren't 
served In a restaurant because you arc 
black or when you can't find decent 
housing. 


"However, women In the past have had 


a difficult time in moving Into the 
smoke-Oiled rooms of politics." 


"If the decisions are made In smoke- 


filled rooms, that's where I want to be, 
and not just as a wallflower or token dec- 
oration." 


The poised, elegant Mrs. Burke, who 


was elected California's first black wom- 
an legislator In I960, said becoming a 
Congresswoman will be the apex of her 
political career. "I have no great aspira- 
tions. I really didn't envision myself as 
having a long-time political career." 


HUT THAT MAY be deceiving. Before 


she ran for the Assembly, she said her 
highest ambition was to be elected to the 
local school board. 


Mrs. Burke attributes much of her po- 


litical success to luck. Take the selection 
of her as vice chairman of the Democrat- 
ic National Convention, for example: 


"I was lucky. When the women's 


caucus demanded a woman vice chair- 
man and the black caucus demanded a 
black, they began looking all over the 
country for a black woman. They found 
me." 


A trial lawyer by profession, she has a 


penchant for details and has authored 
bills In the Assembly on such topics as 
eminent domain, acquisition of land by 
public entities and garnishments. 


As chairman of the Urban Devel- 


opment and Housing Committee, she also 
authored measures outlawing racial dis- 
crimination in awarding of contracts for 
state construction; providing relocation 
assistance to tenants and owners of 
homes taken by government; and setting 
up free child-care centers on college 
campuses. 


OP n BILLS she Introduced last year, 


31 were passed by the legislature. Twen- 
ty-five measures were signed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and six were vetoed. 


In her leisure time, Mrs. Burke enjoys 


tennis, swimming and cooking. 


She sets herself as a model for 


young blacks and likes to tell a story 
about a 10-year-old girl who visited her 
office with schoolmates. 


"Why, how could you write laws?" 


blurted the girl. "You look like one of us. 
I expected something different Judges 
and legislators should be distinguished- 
looking old men."

"Women must apologize for being 


housewives and mothers, and must work 
to be respectable members of the 
society." 


With this remark, moderator Miriam 


Rlngo of the Illinois Commission on the 
Status of Women opened a three-day con- 
ference on women's rights In Chicago 
last week. The purpose of the conference 
was to develop recommendations to be 
made to the governor of Illinois. 


Organized by Shirley Starr of the Gov- 


ernor's Office of Human Resources, the 
conference was to have been addressed 
by Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie at its first 
session, but Ogilvie did not attend. 


The first panel, led by Mrs. Ringo, dis- 


cussed "Women and Employment." Pan- 
elist Clara Day of the Teamsters Union, 
Local 743, told the audience that women 
must "move beyond agitation to organi- 
zation and hard work." 


ANOTHER PANELIST and lone male 


speaker, David S. Rltncr of United Air 
Lines, defended that company's policies 
with regard to women employes. He said 
United "never had different pay scales 
for women," although, he conceded, 
some jobs formerly were restricted to ci- 
ther women or men. Currently, men can 
become flight attendants, formerly on 
all-female position, but women cannot 
become pilots. 


Rltncr said that some protective labor 


laws still remain on the books in some 
states, and this poses "a real problem." 
But, he added, United "considers them 
invalid and not an excuse to discriminate 
against women." He said the air line is 
fighting these laws.

ists was that "few women have applied 
for these jobs."

hours, Beverly Rossi of the "Right To Be 
a Woman" committee took the podium to 
defend protective labor laws, which, she 
said, "prevent employers from exploiting 
women."

session with the observation that more 
part-time jobs "that are not dead-ends" 
need to be developed to enable women to 
combine the roles of mother and employ- 
es. 


A second panel took up the subject of 


"Women in Business." Moderator Mary 
Houghton of the Hyde Park Bank & 
Trust Co. identified some of the ster- 
eotypes which she said men assume 
about women with regard to business: 
women or "too idealistic, impractical, 
can't wade through complicated prob- 
lems, rely on emotional responses, and 
cannot exercise calculated logic." 


Throughout the session various mem- 


bers of the panel noted the difficulty 
women have in obtaining a business loan 
from financial Institutions, and one mem- 
ber of the audience observed, "I'm not 
surprised you (member of the panel) had 
trouble getting a loan for a political cam- 
paign when women have trouble getting 
credit to buy a dress." 


The panel seemed to settle on two bas- 


ic goals necessary for Improving busi- 
ness opportunities for women: changing 
the educational system so that it will 
guide and train women for busirtess ca- 
reers, and passing the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the Constitution, giving 
women equality in all respects under the 
law.

lift THEHE ARE ways to keep the

"IT'S NO SECRET that children have 


a way of attracting dirt and many of 
your hand-me-downs may have tough-to- 
remove stains. Other problems may be 
dulled colors or yellowing whites. Before 
giving up and tossing out an otherwise 
useful garment, try using an enzyme pre- 
soak and washing in an enzyme laundry 
product.

The yearlong 
investigation revealed that enzymes in 
laundry products are safe for consumer 
use and can be more effective in remov- 
ing many common stains than non-en- 
zyme products. Also, enzymes are bio- 
degradable and in no way contribute to 
pollution.

hangups and the use of laundry products 
that moke them clean and bright old 
clothes may outshine the new in your 
youngsters' wardrobes this year.

CHICAGO (UPI) — New methods of 


measuring obesity have proven what ev- 
eryone heretofore has cither feared or 
suspected or is pleased about: females 
are softer than males. 


The measurements, according to En- 


cyclopaedia Brltannlca, involve density, 
specific gravity and skinfold calibrations, 
and they indicate that females are fatter 
than males at all ages. 


Studies were conducted on a group of 


young men and young women, matched 
according to height and age. The men 
had a normal body fat content of 9 8 per 
cent, the women 17 per cent. 


The studies are important hi research 


of obesity, which simply is the storage of 
excess body fat. The fat percentages 
vary widely, even among healthy Individ- 
uals, but obesity occurs most frequently 
between ages 30 to SO and is somewhat 
commoner in women.. 


In the United States, according to EB, 


9 per cent of the population is 10 per cent 
overweight and 3 per cent is 20 per cent 
overweight. 


THE HAZARDS of obesity increase 


with age. For example, individuals 45 to 
50 years old who are 10 pounds over- 
weight have an increase above the aver- 
age death rate of 8 per cent; those 20 
pounds overweight have a death rate in- 
crease of IB per cent. 


Because obesity is so common and af- 


fects health and life expectancy in such a 
variety of ways and In such severe and 
definite manifestations, it has been 
called the nation's greatest single health 
hazard.

Adoption 
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What Happens When You're Qualified.. .And Jobless?

Flnt of a Series 


Leafing through a thick (lie of cards 


filled out by unemployed Northwest sub- 
urban executives and professionals Is 
second nature to employment representa- 
tive John Cosco at the Illinois State Em- 
ployment Service In DCS Plalncs. 


Standardized records, duplicate forms 


and categorized job openings displayed 
on microfilm all arc tools of his trade. 
Out the trouble In dealing with statistics 
is that each represents real people and 
their personal lives, he'll tell you. 


"It's so very strange," he says, pulling 


out card 
after card 
from 
the file. 


Lengthy credentials and hefty salary re- 
quirements characterize many of tho 
hard-core unemployed in the suburbs. 


"These arc all Individuals. What do 


you tell these people who can't find a 
Job?" asks Cosco, not expecting an an- 
twer. "They were educated and went to 
work when they were needed. Now 
they're not needed any more." 


IP JOHN CO.SCO and other personnel 


experts arc right, a tremendous upswing 
In job opportunities is under way in the 
Chicago metropolitan area and most of 
the nation. The paradoxical nature of the 
job market opens new employment doors 
for many workers however, even as oth- 
er jobs ore eliminated or curtailed. 


Job counselors can talk easily about 


the post-election pickup In jobs and tho 
rosy outlook for 1973. It's harder to dis- 
cuss the perplexing problems of Individ- 
uals who find they arc ovcrqualifled or 
undcrquallflcd for the jobs they want. 


"How docs the ego suffer when a per- 


son Is out of work? It's a traumatic ex- 
perience." Cosco said. For those who 
don't make a transition back Into a new 
job within a few days, the shock of being 
thrown in among the ranks of the unem- 
ployed causes many to turn to drink or to 
lose their self-esteem. 


"There's no such thing as security in 


employment any more," Cosco says 
again and again. Along with other man- 
power experts, he offers this warning to 
Job-seekers: Successful employment ex- 
perience depends on a willingness to 
adapt to job market shifts and the abil- 
ity to anticipate these changes. 


TAKING A LOOK at the positive side 


of the job market, Cosco said many of 
the Northwest suburban companies hurt 
by cutbacks In government contracts In 
the last two years arc making a come- 
back. This means new positions arc 
open, especially In engineering and other 
technical fields. 


Veterans arc Cosco's special field. "We 


have more veteran 
applicants than 


ever," ho said, "but very few of these 
have served in Vietnam." Cosco worries 
about the World War II vintage out-of- 
work veterans. "Government benefits 
ore available, and many companies arc 
eager to hire the Vietnam veteran, but 
we're wondering where nil these Viet- 
nam veterans are," he said. 


An abundance of clerical and sales 


jobs arc available for women in the 
Northwest suburbs, according to the 
placement expert. In addition to the 
chronic shortage of production workers 
in the Northwest suburbs for men and 
women, the service industries arc report- 
ing a need for more manpower. 


For out-of-work teachers and airline 


employes a sales job is often satisfac- 
tory, he adds. Increasing numbers of lib- 
eral arts college graduates arc finding a 
place In personnel or training programs 
within Industry. 


The number of unemployed persons 


registered with the state employment of- 
fice in DCS Plalncs declined over the 
past year. In October of this year, 2,214 
persons were registered, compared with 
2,631 in October 1971. This has to be con- 
trasted with the 861 unemployed persons 
registered in Oct., 1969, showing more 
than 250 per cent gain in four years. The 
numbers of persons who contact the ser- 
vice, looking for work, also Increased in 
the last four years by a similar amount 
and dropped within the last year. 


THE 
CHICAGO 
metropolitan 
area 


stands out in terms of new job openings 


• and relatively low unemployment rates 


compared to the rest of the nation, re- 
ports an Illinois Department of Labor 
representative In Chicago. "Chicago's in- 
dustry seems to be more diversified than 
just about any other area In the coun- 
try," the spokesman said. 


This diversity accounts for a lower 


unemployment rote In the Chicago area, 
the spokesman continued. In November 
of this year, a 3.9 per cent unemploy- 
ment rate was reported for this area, in- 
cluding Cook, Lake, Kane, DuPagc, 
McIIcnry and Will counties. This is the 
lowest rate since July, 1971. It compares 
favorably with a 4.1 per cent rote in Oc- 
tober and 4.2 per cent one year ago. 


Unemployment rate for the state of Il- 


linois in November dropped to 4.1 per 
cent from 4.6 a year earlier. The national 
unemployment rate for the same period 
(trapped to its lowest point in 27 months, 
to 3.2 per cent. 


According to John M. Llnton, adminis- 


trator of the Illinois Bureau of Employ- 
ment Security, "The (Illinois) drop in the 
unemployment rate is attributable to 
more hiring, particularly in retail trade 
and service occupations. In retail trade, 
hiring has increased much more than 
just what could be caused by stores put- 
ting on additional Christmas help," he 
said. 


"Till? CHICAGO area will continue as 


a good job market because of Its diver- 
sity," predicts John Coulter, manpower 
director for the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and Industry. He sees a ra- 
pidly improving job market In this area, 
accompanied by further slight declines In 
unemployment rates. Total employment 
is going up In "spectacular fashion" ac- 
cording to Coulter, who predicts a contin- 
ued upswing In the Job market through 
1974. 


"Business Is up 33 per cent," said Tom 


Moran, president of the Illinois Employ-

mcnt Association (representing private 
agencies). He Is also president of Chi- 
cago-based Career Professional agency. 
"For once, bankers and economists are 
agreeing that the economic outlook Is 
good," he said. "Especially in the post- 
election period, this means _ that more 
jobs are available. 


"Particuarly in the lower echelon jobs, 


employers are not only filling vacancies, 
they're adding new positions," Moran 
said. Another yardstick for the employ- 
ment market is the amount of classified 
job ads, currently showing an upturn 
over last year. 


Moran said the official unemployment 


figures arc a hoax because of the "un- 
deremployed" person, who is stagnating 
in his present job but hasn't got the 
gumption yet to look for another one, is 
not included. In some cases, the person 
collecting unemployment compensation 
may not be actively seeking employ- 
ment, he adds. 


THE PERSON who's the most flexible 


in his job requirements has the best 
chance," Moran said. "When people put 
restrictions on themselves, they're hurt- 
ing their long range employment experi- 
ence." Overspcdolizatlon, the unwilling- 
ness to travel more than a few miles to 
work, requests for a special work sched- 
ule and a lack of training in modern 
skills and methods are among the com- 
mon restrictions cutting down a job-seek- 
er's chances. 


"People who succeed in' getting jobs 


have some experience and a definite idea 
of the field they want to go into," accord- 
Ing to John R. Dahl of Palatine, man- 
ager of the Craig Employment Agency in 
Chicago. His office serves the city and 
outlying suburbs. 


"The hardest person to place Is the 


fresh college graduate, and the persons 
who run the whole gamut in their present 
jobs — they want to change, but they 
don't always know where," said Dahl. 


Testing and counseling are used by the 


agency to determine where an appli- 
cant's Interests, training and experience 
point in terms of a new job. "It takes us 
approximately five days to place an ap- 
plicant who is serious about wanting to 
go to work," Dahl said, "if they can con- 
vey to us and to an employer what they 
want to do. 


"There are a number of younger appli- 


cants who haven't made the transition 
from a textbook setting of Waldcn into 
the business world," he adds. "If they're 
open to suggestions, fine. But we can 
only show them the positions available." 


The biggest hangup in a job-hunting 


experience is often salary, according to 
tho agency executive. "When they're 
being too picky, they don't let the em- 
ployer set the salary," he said. "They 
want an increase in salary to bo trained 
in another field, but they often have to 
settle for less." 


SQUARING expectations with reality is 


a problem for college graduates with no 
definite career plans in mind, according 


to Mrs. Gallic Cram of the Crown Per- 
sonnel agency in Mount Prospect. "Often 
they're also lacking in basic skills," she 
said. "I'm steeped in sociology and psy- 
chology majors and ex-teachers without 
specific jobs In mind," she said. Person- 
nel and customer relations jobs often ful- 
fill their expectations, but college grads 
are unrealistic in the salary require- 
ments they set," she said. 


The toughest people to place are unem- 


ployed top-flight executives, continued 
Mrs. Cram. "The big guys arc the hard- 
est to place because the $50,000 to $70,000 
a year jobs are hard to come by," she 
said. "Fighting to keep up their morale, 
these executives often need counseling on 
the need for greater employment flexibil- 
ity." 


Finding a job in the creative field Is 


not impossible, but difficult, she added. 
This includes journalism, design, com- 
mercial art and other jobs. 


Executive secretarial positions paying 


$700 or more a month are scarce, as well 
as straight bookkeeping and receptionist 
jobs, she sold. An amazing number of 
women seek the limited jobs available as 
medical secretaries or receptionists, 
Mrs. Cram said. 


Cosco also noted a shortage of top-sala- 


ry executive secretarial positions, usual- 
ly hitting the over-45 woman. Few other 
female professionals arc out of work, he 
added. 


Even when full time executive secre- 


tarial positions were not available, the 


demand for temporary office help contin- 
ued to expand in the Northwest Suburbs, 
reports Mrs. Doris Hunter, supervisor at 
Kelly Services office in DCS Plaincs. She 
said some employers prefer the mature 
woman as an office employe, but she an- 
swers requests for young secretaries by 
sending "the best person I've got." 


AGGRESSIVE recruitment of new per- 


sonnel is under way by some Northwest 
Suburban industries. One example is the 
Multigraphics Division of the Addresso- 
graph Multigraph Corp., Mount Pros- 
pect. William Welch, director of man- 
power placement, sold the company is 
successfully sponsoring Job fairs to at- 
tract employes in engineering, clerical, 
computer programming, assembly and 
other jobs. In addition to clerical and 
professional job fairs, the firm sponsored 
a veterans' job fair as part of Its com- 
mitment to attract returning veterans. 


In the executive headhunting field, ap- 


plicants must be willing to make some 
changes in order to get a better job, said 
H. F. Gay, an executive of Intromation. 
Inc. The executive search and placement 
agency maintains a branch in DCS 
Plaines. "For the person who's not will 
ing to move, it may take longer to find a 
position," he said. 


Intromation also offers career coun- 


seling for persons unsure of their goals. 
Applicants must expose their background 
and interests before they're ready for t'.^ 
rigorous executive placement procedun . 
Gay said.

hand stemmed the tide for Palatine. His 
excellent floor game against a man-to- 
man Hersey full-court press In the first 
half, his Incredible balance In mid-air be- 
fore shoveling off an assist and his ac- 
curacy from every point on the court 
were near flawless. 


And while Rick dropped In 25 points,

With the advent of the new non-shoot- 


ing foul rule this season (on pro-bonus 
one-shot fouls), free-throw shooting was 
supposed to be less important. And 
maybe it is. 


But you couldn't tell it from watching 


Prospect's 5M7 victory over visiting Co- 
nnnt Friday night. And you certainly 
wouldn't think that from watching Co- 
nant's last three games.

In 83-81 Win Over Hersey

Rick McCormick lost his starting Job In 


the Palatine backcourt last week but not 
because of attitude, ability or desire. 


The 5-11 Pirate playmakcr suffered 


cartilage damage in hb knee a week ear- 
lier and head coach Ron Flnfrock made 
the decision to go with Marty Pctcrscn 
who earned a berth during a good week 
of practice. 


Dut with four minutes gone In the con- 


test and towering Hcncy owning a 12-7 
advantage, Flnfrock injected new life 
Into his teetering hustlers. 


McCormick couldn't stand his specta- 


tor's perch on the Pirate bench any long- 
er and his appearance on the floor even- 
tually inspired Palatine to a thrilling 83- 
81 triumph over tho Huskies. 


"He told me hit knee didn't hurt," Fin- 


frock Mid after the game, "and there 
were only a couple of tlmn when he fa- 
vored It. I guess there Juit wasn't any- 
thing that was going to keep him out of 
lhl» game." 


McCormlck's appearance and early hot 


hand stemmed the tide for Palatine. Ills 
excellent floor game against a man-to- 
man Hersey full-court press in the first 
half, his Incredible balance In mid-air be- 
fore shoveling off an assist and his ac- 
curacy from every point on the court 
were near flawless. 


And while Rick dropped in 25 points, 


hauled down four rebounds and dealt out 
nine assists, he was anything but a one- 
man show. 


Four other Palatine starters joined 


their ringleader in double figures and the 
job 6-2 Randy Cole did on Hcrscy's Ml 
Dave Conine In the first half was some- 
thing to behold. 


Of course, whenever (he Huskies' tow- 


ering center did gain control on offense, 
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he was devastating. His percentage shot 
of about eight feet to either side of the 
bucket was exactly that Friday os he 
clicked for game-high honors with 33 
point*. 


But getting the ball into Big Dave 


wasn't that easy in the first half. "Scott 
did an exceptional job fronting Corzlne 
cnrly In the game," Flnfrock said. "And 
when you're in a shoving match under 
the basket with someone that much big- 
ger than you, It's bound to take some- 
thing out of you." 


"We went to Dave much better in the 


second half," Hersey coach Roger 
Stclngrabcr admitted. "Once we get into 
Dave, there's a good chance we're going 
to score, but we didn't look for him in 
the first half." 


Down C-l after two minutes of play, 


Palatine stormed back on long-range 
swishes by Andy Knotek and two by Jim 
Sander and didn't show discouragement 
when Corzlne cleanly blocked three of 
the Pirates' first four shots. 


The Huskies, behind Corzinc's eight- 


foot bank and n pair of buckets by John- 
ny Kancllfo assumed command, 12-7, but 
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THE BUTLER DID IT. Bill Butler (32) 
of hotting Elk Grovt ilipt by Forest 
View's Mike Meyer on hit way In to 
the bucket. Hi didn't score but the 
Grenadier* slipped put the Falcons 


51-47 anyway for their first confer- 
ence win Thursday and their first 
cage triumph over Forest View since 
the 70-71 season.

footer into a 19-16 first-quarter advan- 
tage and the margin blossomed to 24-16 
after Colo cashed a pair of layups. 


Hersey rallied to a 30-30 deadlock when 


Greg Hougendobler, Marty Friel, Cor- 
zinc, Kancllls and Kevin Lephart all 
chipped In with a field goal, but 
McCormick cooly, calmly and mechanl- 
cally restored Palatine's three-point 
edge, 40-37, with four bullscyes down the 
first-half stretch. 


Tho lightning-fast pace established by 


the two North Division entries began to 
take a loll la the third quarter as the 
fouls began to pile up. 


Through tho raining whistles, though, 


Cole managed to sandwich layups around 
Ardcn's offensive tip for a 47-41 Palatine 
margin, only to see Hersey refuse to 
fold. 


Conine tipped in a pair and connected 


on his patented turnaround jumper and 
Greg Hale came to life with swishes 
from 10 and eight feet to knot the tally at 
49 apiece. 


Frlcl's 10-footcr from the baseline put 


Hersey in charge, 53-50, but it marked 
the final points in tho stanza for the 
Huskies over the final minute and one- 
half. 


It was plenty of time, however, for 


Sander to can a pair of layups, 
McCormick a 20-footcr and two free 
throws and Knotek Iwo-for-two success 
nt the charity stripe tor a 00-53 Palatine 
edge. 


Nine seconds into tho fourth period 


Frlcl was lost to the Huskies on fouls and 
the turn of events enabled the Pirates to 
blast open a seemingly comfortable 71-59 
margin.

Three planned developments that will 


odd nearly 2,000 living units to Wheeling 
r e c e i v e d preliminary plat approval 
Thursday night from the plan commis- 
sion 


A 225-unlt town home condominium 


complex south of Manchester Drive and 
east of Wolf Road was the smallest proj- 
ect approved The project Is being de- 
signed as a scries of clusters around a 
central retention basin and recreation 
area. The Individual townhouscs will be a 
combination of split-level and two-story 
buildings. 


TIIK PROJECT, which Is not named, 


has a low population density of 0 3 units 
per acre even though Wheeling's ordi- 
nance allows 1G per acre This low den- 
sity will allow 53.1G per cent of the land 
lo bo used for green space, with build- 
Ings on only 20 per cent of the property. 


Developer Bernard Kron has designed 


Ihe project for three-bedroom units that 
will cost $33.000 and up. Construction is 
expected to begin within three weeks of 
final village approval. 


Tho second planned development, Fox- 


boro Apartments, is also located just 
south of the Moadowbrook area. Devel- 
oper Slgmund Lcfkowitz Is planning a 
400-unlt apartment complex designed 
around a central retention basin. 


The apartments will be built as mod- 


ules to provide architectural variety. Ac- 
cording to present plans, Ilircrc will bo 
32B-one-bcdroom, 
and 
72-t\vo-bedroom 


apartments. Rent will begin at $1IB. 


BECAUSE THE Wheeling Drainage 


Ditch runs through the Foxboro proper- 
ty, Lofkowltz plans extensive work to 
moke the creek on orchltcctual feature.

lage, a 1,200 unit apartment complex pro- 
posed for 75 acres of land at the south- 
west corner of Hlntz and Wheeling roads.

consist of two, three nnd four-bedroom 
apartments. The buildings will be two 
and three-story elevations arranged in 
quadrangles with interior courtyards. 


Two rcntctlon basins arc planned for 


the property. They will drain into Ekco 
Lake and eventually Into the sewer sys- 


tem. The basins will also be used for 
light beating and other recreational ac- 
tivities. 


THE DEVELOPER explained the quad- 


rangle arrangement will provide pro- 
tected play areas for children. Tot lots 
will be located in these quadrangcs 
throughout the project. 


Negotiations between the developer 


and School Dist. 23 have been under way. 
The attorney for the developer said the 
two are now "close to on agreement" for 
a donation to the school district. 


High-Rise Condominiums 
Gain Zoning Board OK 


Wheeling's first high-rise condominium 


complex received the blessings of the vil- 
lage zoning board when Its members 
voted uanlmously to recommend zoning 
for the project. 


The high-rise development, proposed 


for property on the south side of 
McIIcnry Road next to Fairway Greens, 
will consist of two six-story buildings 
wllli recreational facilities In the center. 


At a meeting last week, developer 


George Manda explained that because 
the land is 16 feet below the road level, 
the project needs the six-story elevation 
for architectural reasons. He said a two- 
story building would barely be seen at 
road level. 


Manda also said that the high-rise proj- 


ect would allow the preservation of a 
maximum amount of green space on the 
1 l-acrc parcel. Recreation 
facilities 


planned for the project Include a swim- 
ming pool and tennis courts in tho court- 
yard of the two T-shaped buildings. 


ORIGINALLY Manda proposed a 2G4- 


unit condominium project. He redrew his 
plans, however, when It was pointed out 
that this population density exceeded vil- 
lage ordinance limits and would require 
another hearing for a variation. 


The project as approved by the zoning 


board will have 173 units, or 16 per acre, 
as specified In Wheeling's code. Manda 
said the change was basically a conver- 
sion of one-bedroom units into two-bed- 
room units. 


Members of the zoning board were par- 


ticularly concerned 
about 
fire pre- 


cautions taken by tho developer. They 
voted to recommend the height variation 
only If cast concrete floors were Installed 
and If the recommendations of the fire 
department were followed. 


Manda said he had already discussed 


the plans for the project with the fire 
department. He said he will follow their 
recommendations and install standplpcs 
on each floor. He added that the build- 
Ing will be of masonry and concrete and 
that the Internal roadways would en- 
circle tho building to provide for fire 
trucks. 


WHILE A small portion of the property 


Is located In the flood plain, there will be 
no building in this area. Thus the devel- 
opers arc not required to provide a re- 
tention basin to compensate for lost wa- 
ter storage space. 


Manda said, however, that the parking 


lot would be used for retention designed 
to handle a 100-year rain. The lot will 
have a capacity of 1.85 acre-feet, which 
will be released at a rate equivalent to a 
three-year storm run-off. 


A real estate expert testified that the 


high-rise complex would have no Impact 
on the surrounding area. He explained 
most of the area is already designated 
for multi-family development. Ho added 
that the Hollywood Ridge area just south 
of the project would not bo affected be- 
cause of a buffer region between the two 
areas, 


"If it wasn't for the creek nnd the con- 


tour of the property, I would have to say 
there would be some Impact on that 
property value," he said. 


Manda said he had already contacted 


School Dlst. 21 and the Wheeling Park 
District about contributions to those dis- 
tricts to compensate for increased popu- 
lation. Ho said agreement has been 
reached with the school district and that 
negotiations with tho park district arc 
continuing.

Clearbrook Center Will 
Lease Convent Buildings

Clcarbrook Center moved a step closer 


to Its goal of establishing a live-In 
center for retarded adults in the North- 
wcit suburbs. 


After a public meeting Friday, attend- 


ed by approtlmacly 100 persons, Our 
Lady of the Wayside parish agreed to 
lease Its convent at 432 S. Walnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, to Clcarbrook Center of 
Rolling .Meadows for the establishment 
of the proposed live-in center. 


The lease agreement ends a search 


started last spring by Clcarbrook offi- 
cials for a facility where the proposed 
live-In center could be located. 


The next step Is for Clearbrook to seek 


a zoning variance from the Arlington 
Heights Zoning Hoard of Appeals. The 
variance must be approved by the vil- 
lage board. This Is expected to take 60 to 
90 days 


Our Lady of the Wayside must also re- 


ceive approval of the lease agreement 
from the Chicago Archdiocese. This Is 
not expected to be a problem, according 
to the Rev. John J. .Mackln of Our Lady' 
of the Wayside. 


Roth Father Mnckln and Dyrn Witt, 


Clcarbrook director, were encouraged by 
Friday's meeting which had Iwcn called 
to clear up any questions which residents 
In the area may have had regarding the 
proposed live-In center. 


"I felt It (the meeting) was very posi- 


tive." said Witt. "I am very encour- 
aged." 


THE PROPOSED live-In ccncr, the 


first of Its kind in the Northwest area, 
will houic 20 mildly or moderately re- 
tarded adults, Witt explained at the 
meeting. He emphasized the center 
would be for retarded adults with min- 
imal dependency ami not for the men- 
tally ill. 


The objectives of the proposed live-in 


center arc to provide a transitional place 
(or retarded adults before entering the 
community, prevent placement of re- 
tarded adults In state Institutions, pro- 
vide homes for mildly retarded adults 
whose parents can no longer care for 
them or arc dead and to provide training 
for the retarded adults to become totally 
Independent and return to tho commu- 
nity, said Witt. 


Rep. Eugene Schllckman, R-Arllngon 


Heights, encouraged residents to endorse 
the proposal and said Clearbrook could 
provide totter faclliles for the retarded 
adults and cheaper than the state could. 


"We (the parish) arc not going to 


make any money (from the lease agree- 
ment) or If vvc do It will be a small 
amount." said Father Mackln. "Our 
main purpose In undertaking the project 
h to provide witness to the whole com- 
munity and the Catholic Church of our 
charity." 


The lease agreement Is for a three- 


>ear period during which Clcarbrook will 
pay the parish an annual sum of $l2,ono 
a >ear. This is only about eight per cent 
of the parish's total budget. Clearbrook 
will also pay pro-rated utility rates to the 
parish and keep up the maintenance of 
the convent during the three years. 


Clearbrook will finance the proposed 


live-In center through a federal grant of 
S16800 It received under the Devel- 
opmental Disabilities and Facilities Con- 
struction Act of 19TO. The Illinois Depart- 
ment of Mental Health and the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid have also promised 
monthly per resident grants up to a max- 
imum of 1400 per resident to maintain 
the live-fa center after the federal 
grant has been depleted. 


FATHER MACKIN said the six sisters 


currently living fa the convent had ox- 
pressed a desire to move because Die 
convent, which was built for 20, had be- 
come too large for them to maintain. He 
said one or two apartments would be 
rented for the slaters to live fa from the 
funds received through tho lease. 


Concern was expressed by a resident 


on whether this would break up the zon- 
ing of the residential neighborhood and 
open It up to hlghrlscs. 


It was explained a variation of use was 


being requested and not a change of zon- 
ing and the variation, If approved, would 
not have any repercussions In the area. 


Residents were also conccrnd that clos- 


ing the school would be next. A spokes- 
man for the parish financial committee 
said the school was the committee's top 
priority and the committee was totally 
committed to keeping it open. These sen- 
timents were echoed by Father Mackln. 


Questioned on exactly what was meant 


by mildly and moderately retarded, Witt 
said mildly rcardcd adults arc individ- 
uals with IQ's between 50 and 00. These 
people usually attain a sixth or seventh 
grndc level of Intelligence, he said. Mod- 
erately retarded adults were defined as 
those whose IQ's had been tested be- 
tween 40 and GO. 


Witt said eligibility requirements for 


the live-In center would Include: 18 years 
of age or older; employment in Clear- 
brook's sheltered workshop, or vocation- 
al rehabilitation center fa Elk Grove Vil- 
lage or competitive employment in the 
community; residency fa Wheeling, Pal- 
atine, Schaumburg, Elk Grove or Maine 
Townships; the regular Intake require- 
ments of any retarded adult requesting 
services from Clcarbrook; and approval 
by the State Department of Public 
Health. All clients will be accepted on a 
90 day probation basis, he said. 


The Individuals fa the proposed live-in 


center will not bo dangerous to them- 
selves or anyone else and will have the 
potential to live scml-fadcpcndenly in tho 
community, said Witt.

Winter Breeds Home Fires

Smoke poured through the hallways of 


Countryside Apartments in 
Palatine 


recently. And when firemen arrived, 
they discovered another case of one of 
tho most common winter fire calls — a 
short circuit in the furnace blower. 


Area fire chiefs agree that annual 


check ups for home furnaces arc a must 
in preventing the blower trouble. 


"They (furnaces) are working triple 


time during weather like this and if there 
Is something wrong mechanically, it can 
cause a fire," Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter warned. 


Damage from furnace fires is usually 


restricted to smoke damage, according 
to Palatine Fire Chief Orvllle Helms. For 
n while after the motor stars smoking, 
the blower may continue to force the 
warm air throughout the house, carrying 
the thick black smoke with It, Helms 
said. 


Private homeowners have to arrange 


the furnace inspections themselves, and 
tho sooner It's done, the better. Helms 
said that he had just gotten his furnace 
checked recently through an arrange- 
ment he has with a company that rou- 
tinely comes out and inspects it every 
year.

ton Heights Fire Department urged 
homeowners to contact a competent, 
well-known contractor for the furnace 
and chimney inspections. 


"Be wary of unscrupulous people" who 


may go door-to-door offering to do the 
Inspections, Stark warned. 


Fillers In the furnaces can get so dirty 


that the furnace may back fire or break- 
down, too, Chief Winter said. 


"The filter should be checked as often 


as possible — ideally every day," Winter 
advised. 


Furnaces aren't the only winter cul- 


prits. As homeowners fire up for the cold 
vvcathur, they bring out the space heat- 
ers and strike up the fireplaces. Without 
care, both arc potential causes for a 
serious fire. 


Spacchcaters, for example, should nev- 


er be placed near flammable items or 
left unattended, according to Winter. 


"If people leave the house, they should 


have the heater turned off," the Buffalo 
Grove chief said. 


Rolling Meadows Lt. Ted Loesch had 


another troublemaker in mind. 


"It's not unusual for the major portion 


of calls of winter fires to be caused by 
safety valves sticking on heating units, 
or by self-Installed space heaters. If they 
are not installed properly, they can start 
fires very easily," he said. 


OTHER WINTER problem areas, and 


ways to prevent them from causing fires, 
according to Stark, arc: 


—Improper use of extension cords. Use 


the proper weight cord for lights and 
heaters, such as car heaters and battery 
chargers. 
—Don't overload electrical circuits by 
putting too much Christmas lighting 
on one circuit. Low gauge wire can heat 


up and cause a fire. 


—Be sure a battery charger is working 


properly and will shut off when the bat- 
tery is charged. 


—Fireplaces: Many people build too 


big a fire. Some fireplaces are improper- 
ly constructed and may not have enough 
insulation between brick and wood. Be 
sure the fire is out before retiring for the 
evening. 


Be certain that the damper is working. 


Use screens to keep stray sparks Inside 
the fireplace. And have the chimney 
checked by a reputable firm. 


—Christmas trees. Fireproof the tree 


either commercially or with the follow- 
ing mixture: 10 ounces borax powder, 8 
ounces boric acid powder and 1 gallon of 
water. Mix thoroughly and saturate tree 
with mixture. Check a sample to see that 
it will not burn and continue checking it 
periodically, as the treatment is not per- 
manent. May also be used to fireproof 
ornaments. 


EARLIER THIS week, a $6,000 fire in 


Palatine resulted from a crack between 
the hearth and the fireplace fa a home. 
Hot ashes leaked through to the wooden 
floor joists and set several walls on fire. 
Nearly $5,000 damage was caused to the 
structure of the home, with $1,000 in con- 
tents destroyed. 


It took firemen almost three hours to 


extinguish the blaze and clean up at the 
scene, 1531 N. King George Ct. 


Fircfighting itself isn't easy In winter- 


time. 


"It's definitely more difficult to fight 


fires in winter because of conditions. 
Hoses have to be handled differently to 
maintain the flow of water. Winter is 
harder on the equipment and manpow- 
er," Loesch said.

Another 
Drop-In Center Is planned for the Em- 
merich Park Building, but village offi- 
cials hope to find something large 
enough for community-wide teen activi- 
ties. 


Village Pros. Gary Armstrong sug- 


gested the group check Into the possi- 
bility of moving the Levitt & Sons sales 
office to another site fa the village.

Mack told committee members: "You 


are taking the approach to a unit district 
that OPSI likes — getting a consultant 
and making a feasibility study." 


Committee members plan to use the 


present Dist. 59 boundaries with some 
variations In making their survey projec- 
tions. Committee members stressed they 
are using the Dist. 59 boundaries "only 
as a base." Then eventual boundaries of 
any proposed unit district could be differ- 
ent. 


The group decided to use the present 


Dist. 59 boundaries after members of 
several of the group's subcommittees in- 
dicated they needed some sort of bound- 
ary decision before moving ahead with 
their studies. 


IN DISCUSSING the proposed bound- 


aries, one committee Indicated that OSPI 
officials considered a unit district large 
enough to Include High School Dist. 214 
and its seven feeder (elementary) dis- 
tricts unwieldy. 


To that Mack said, "I doubt whether 


OSPI made an official statement saying 
214 as a unit district would be unwieldy." 
As to what the best size for a proposed 
unit district is, Mack said his office has 


"no optimum size," though he pointed 
out there are laws setting upper and low- 
er student population limits in unit dis- 
tricts. 


Also at Thursday's meeting subcom- 


mittee chairmen made initial progress 
reports. The five subcommittees arc 
studying education programs, legal as- 
pects, projected enrollments, school fa- 
cilities and finances involved fa unit dis- 
tricting.

program. 


Dr. Earl E. Suckow, chairman of the 


medical advisory board of tho North Sub- 
urban Association of Health Resources 
(NSAIIR), which conducts the program, 
explained its operation. 


The program provides free blood re- 


placement anywhere In the country for 
all residents of the participating commu- 
nity, if four per cent of tho residents do- 
nate one pint of blood each year. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS and Elk Grove 


Village recently agreed to join the pro- 


gram. The villages of Mount Prospect, 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, along 
with the cities of DCS Plalncs and Rolling 
Meadows, arc also considering participa- 
tion. 


Tho community program operates on 


the same principle as blood replacement 
programs currently conducted by many 
fraternal, church and civic organizations, 
"n addition, there Is also an individual 
replacement program. 


If Buffalo Grove should fall short of its 


four per cent goal in the community pro- 
gram, the groups and individuals who 
have donated blood would continue to be 
eligible for free replacement even though 
the village at-largc would not. 


Don Schindler, village health officer, 


suggested that civic organizations consid- 
er directing the program. Details of how 
tho program will be conducted will prob- 
ably be discussed at a President's 
Roundtable in January. 


Although the eventual community com- 


mitment is for 4 per cent of the village, 
Dr. Suckow said the free blood replace- 
ment program would go Into effect as 
soon as half of one per cent of resi- 
dents had donated. The community must 
then donate blood at the rate of one per 
cent per quarter. 


In response to a question from Village 


Trustee Jim Shirley, Suckow said Buffalo 
Grove residents who move out of the vil- 
lage after the blood drive arc still cov- 


ered for one year. However, residents 
who did not donate and then moved away 
are not covered.

Have a picnic at your local forest pre- 


serve! 


Sure it's cold, and there may be snow 


on the ground. But look at the bright side 
of it There will be no rush to get a pic- 
nic table, no flies or mosquitos and in all 
probability, no people. 


Most picnic areas throughout Cook 


County are being kept open throughout 
the winter. All areas, with the exception 
of Dam No. 1 in Wheeling, are accessible 
by car. 


"People can walk through the Dam 


No. 1 area, however. The roads of the 
area have been closed because they ar> 
too hard to maintain during the winter," 
said a spokesman from the Cook County 
Forest Preserve office. 


Officials suggested that people want 


ing to use Dam No. 1 for their winter 
activities park across the street in UK" 
Potawatoml Woods area. 


"THAT AREA WILL be fully open to 


the public throughout the winter. We ui'.l 
have picnic tables set up and once the 
Potawatomi Lake has a four-foot thick- 
ness in its ice we'll open it to skating," 
said officials. 


Forest preserve officials are not onlv 


leaving picnic tables out in the winter n5 
a favor to the public, but they have found 
the tables will last longer using thi« 
method. "They all have a wood prc 
scrvative that should last 50 years. We 
only plan to haul in about 50 tables tlm 
need repair," said Jerry O'Connor, sup' 
of maintenance for the district. 


Since the wood preservative was adder* 


to the tables a few years ago, O'Connor 
said ho has heard of only a few winter 
picnickers. 


"Most users of the preserves durinp 


the winter are on the toboggan slides, ice 
skating rinks and even a few can be seen 
ice fishing," he said. 


Aside from the two Wheeling areas oth- 


er forest preserves will be open and fea- 
ture the following: 


—Bodie Lake Forest Preserve in 


Streamwood: Ice fishing and ice skating. 


—Deer Grove Forest Preserve in Pala- 


tine: Most winter sports on a partial 
basis. 


—Ned Brown Forest Preserve in Elk 


Grove: Most winter sports as well as 
snowmobillng. 


"FOR THE SECOND year, we will 


have snowmobile trails at the Ned Broun 
Preserve. We're busy registering snow- 
mobiles now at $5 per vehicle," said 
O'Connor. 


The Crab Tree Nature Center, west of 


Barrington, will also be open throughout 
the winter. Someone is scheduled to be 
on hand seven days a week to answer 
questions and guide visitors around the 
center.The center will be closed Christ- 
mas and New Year's day. 


According to Roland Eisenbeis, super- 


intendent of conservation, "We have a 
total of 15 million people visit the forest 
preserves during the year — about 85 per 
cent of them from Memorial Day to La- 
bor Day." 


He said, however, that the number of 


rangers patroling the preserves remains 
the same throughout the year. "The only 
difference is they keep a closer eye on 
the toboggan slides than the picnic areas 
in the winter time."

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50 At Mini-Seminar At Harper 
Community Makes Gains 
Toward Drug Ed Program 


A big step toward a local, in-depth 


adult drug education program came last 
week when representatives from area 
schools, youth counseling agencies and 
mental health departments experienced 
a preview of a project labeled the Social 
Seminar. 


About SO people went through the mini- 


lemlnar at Harper College last week. 
Participation was restricted to agencies 
directly Involved In some aspect of the 
drug abuse problem. 


After more extensive training, the Indl- 


viduals Involved in the seminar may be- 
gin conducting others with teachers, ad- 
ministrators and ndutts in the commu- 
nity. 


The Seminar program Itself was devel- 


oped by the National Institute of Mental 
Health. It is described as a "multi-media 


drug abuse education program," and re- 
volves around a scries of 15 films. 


AFTER VIEWING the films, partici- 


pants try role-playing to examine other 
people's attitudes. The program last 
week was actually an introduction to a 
full Social Seminar, which is intended for 
a five-day time span. Instead, the group 
attended the preview sessions at Harper 
College for two days, then met Friday to 
set their goals for tho next level of train- 
ing. 


Robert Donlan, one of 10 associate 


project directors conducting Social Semi- 
nars around tho country, led the group 
last week. His agency, the Social Semi- 
nar Training Center, has contracted with 
the NIMH to conduct HO sessions in an 
effort to reach professionals throughout 
the United States. 


Several counselors with The Bridge, a 


local youth counseling bureau, have al- 
ready participated in the five-day semi- 
nar. Don Rago, director of The Bridge, 
helped head a Task Force for drug abuse 
education to Introduce the Social Semi- 
nar to the Northwest suburbs. 


That task force is part of the mental 


health advisory group formed VA years 
ago when a regional mental health refer- 
endum was attempted and defeated. 


Last week's event Included elementary 


and high school representatives, area 
college workers, clergymen and youth 
counselors with The Bridge, Schaumburg 
Township and Hoffman Estates. Harper 
students joined the seminar, along with 
representatives of the Northwest Mental 
Health Clinic and other mental health 
agencies. 


Cat Owners Ignoring License Deadline

cats to be tagged. 


One area veterinarian speculated that 


owners of cats which do not venture out- 
side probably will not comply with the 
licensing regulation. 


Dr. Donald C. Hoist of the Arlington 


Park Veterinary Hospital, Euclid Avenue 
and Hicks Road, Rolling Meadows, esti- 
mated that "well over half" of the cats 
which arc owned as pets never get be- 
yond tho confines of home. 


T1IK VILLAGE ordinance requires all 


cats to be licensed, but officials have in- 
dicated cats will be picked up only If 
they cause n nuisance. Those which re- 
main indoors are relatively safe, because 
door-to-door searches for unlicensed cats 
arc considered unlikely. 


The ordinance went Into cfffct Nov. 3, 


hut It was Indicated at the time that it 
would not be enforced until the first of 
the year when all pets arc to be licensed. 


Even so, full enforcement is not likely 


until next May when an animal warden 
is to be hired. Set aside In the prelimi-

Clearbrook Will Lease Convent 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Clearbrook Center moved a step closer 


to its goal of establishing a live-In 
center for retarded adults in the North- 
west suburos. 


After a public meeting Friday, attend- 


ed by approximaely 100 persons, Our 
Lady of the Wayside parish agreed to 
lease its convent at 432 S. Walnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, to Clearbrook Center of 
Rolling Meadows for the establishment 
of the proposed live-in center. 


The lease agreement ends a search 


started last spring by Clearbrook offi- 
cials for a facility where the proposed 
live-in center could be located. 


The next step is for Clearbrook to seek 


a zoning variance from the Arlington 
Heights Zoning Board of Appeals. The 
variance must be approved by the vil- 
lage board. This is expected to take 60 to 
90 days 
' 


Our Lady of the Wayside must also re- 


ceive approval of the lease agreement 


from the Chicago Archdiocese. This is 
not expected to be a problem, according 
to the Rev. John J. Mackin of Our Lady 
of the Wayside. 


Both Father Mackin and Byrn Witt, 


Clearbrool: director, were encouraged by 
Friday's mtcting which had been called 
to clear up any questions which residents 
in the area may have had regarding the 
proposed live-in center. 


"I felt it (the meeting) was very posi- 


tive," said Witt. "I am very encour- 
aged." 


THE PROPOSED live-in cener, the 


first of its kind In the Northwest area, 
will house 20 mildly or moderately re- 
tarded adults, Witt explained at the 
meeting. He emphasized 
the center 


would be for retarded adults with min- 
imal dependency and not for the men- 
tally 111. 


The objectives of the proposed live-in 


center are to provide a transitional place 
for retarded adults before entering the 


community, prevent placement of re- 
tarded adults in state institutions, pro- 
vide homes for mildly retarded adults 
whose parents can no longer care for 
them or are dead and to provide training 
for the retarded adults to become totally 
independent and return to the commu- 
nity, said Witt. 


Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlingon 


Heights, encouraged residents to endorse 
the proposal and said Clearbrook could 
provide better faciliies for the retarded 
adults and cheaper than the state could. 


"We (the parish) are not going to 


make any money (from the lease agree- 
ment) or if we do It will be a small 
amount," said Father Mackin "Our 
main purpose in undertaking the project 
is to provide witness to the whole com- 
munity and the Catholic Church of our 
charity." 


The lease agreement is for a threc- 


>ear period during which Clearbrook will

pay the parish an annual sum of $12,000 
a year. This Is only about eight per cent 
of the parish's total budget. Clearbrook 
will also pay pro-rated utility rates to the 
parish and keep up the maintenance of 
the convent during the three years. 


Clearbrook will finance the proposed 


live-In center through a federal grant of 
$18,800 it received under the Devel- 
opmental Disabilities and Facilities Con- 
struction Act of 1970. The Illinois Depart- 
ment of Mental Health and the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid have also promised 
monthly per resident grants up to a max- 
imum of WOO per resident to maintain 
the live-In center after the federal 
grant has been depleted. 


FATIIKU MACKIN said the six sisters 


currently living in the convent had ex- 
pressed o desire to move because the 
convent, which was built for 20, had be- 
come too largo for them to maintain. Ho 
said one or two apartments would bo 
rcnlcd for the sisters to live In from the 
funds received through the lease. 


Concern was expressed by n resident 


on whether this would break up the zon- 
ing of the residential neighborhood and 
open it up to hlghrlscs. 


It was explained a variation of use was 


t>clng requested and not a change of zon- 
ing nnd the variation, 1( approved, would 
not have any repercussions in the area. 


Itesidents were also conccrnd that clos- 


ing the ichool would be next. A spokes- 
man for the parish financial committee 
said the school was the committee's lop 
priority and the committee was totally 
committed to keeping it open. These sen- 
timents were echoed by Father Mackln. 


Questioned on exactly what was meant 


by mildly and moderately retarded, Witt 
said mildly rcarded adulU arc individ- 
uals with IQ's between SO and 80. These 
people usually attain a sixth or seventh 
grade level of intelligence, he said. Mod- 
erately retarded adults were defined as 
those whose IQ's had been tested be- 
tween 40 and GO. 


Witt said eligibility requirements for 


the live-in center would include: 18 years 
of age or older; employment in Clear- 
brook's sheltered workshop, or vocation- 
al rehabilitation center in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage or competitive employment in the 


O 


community; residency in Wheeling, Pal- 
ntlnc, Schaumburg, Elk Grove or Maine 
Townships; the regular intake require- 
ments of any retarded adult requesting 
services from Clearbrook; and approval 
by the State Department of Public 
Health. All clients will be accepted on a 
90 day probation basis, he said. 


The individuals in the proposed live-in 


center will not be dangerous to them- 
selves or anyone else and will have the 
potential to live scmi-lndcpcndcnly in the 
community, said Witt. 


If he zoning' variance Is approved, 


some renovation of the convent would be 
necessary. The live-In center could not 
become a reality until the end of this 
school year.

The actual operating budget for Com- 


munity Service will depend on how much 
of the anticipated revenue the agency 
eventually receives. 


COMMUNITY 
SEUVICE 
provides 


counseling and therapy to adults, chil- 
dren and families. Drugs needed in 
therapy are also prescribed through the 
agency. Originally organized to serve 
only Elk Grove Village, the agency re- 
ceived n state mental health grant ear- 
lier this year to serve all of Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg townships. 


The $185,835 budget calls for the crea- 


tion of two new positions, clinical direc- 
tor and psychologist. The services of the 
part-time psychiatrist also will be in- 
creased. A provision is made in the 
budget for consultant service if needed. 


The budget was approved at the direc- 


tors' regular meeting Thursday night. 
The request for the state grant must be 
submitted by tomorrow. 


During the summer, Community Ser- 


vice received its first grant, $52,000, from 
the state, enabling the agency to estab- 
lish a mental health clinic for Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg townships. The increase 
in the 1974 request for state funds is for 
additional staff and operating expenses. 


Board member Don Lange pointed out 


that the $05,437 requested from the vil- 
lage is $3,000 less than last year. Fees 
for service are expected to Increase by 
$1,000. Since all fees arc turned over to 
the village the net effect is a $7,000 re- 
duction in cost for the village. 


IN OTIIEU ACTION at the meeting: 
— Village Trustee George Specs, a 


board member, gave a report on the 
reorganization of Community Service. 
Reorganization is being studied to reflect 
the change from Community Service as 


an agency solely funded by the village to 
an agency funded by the state and vil- 
lage which serves two townships. 


Specs said that as a short-range goal, a 


board composed of representatives from 
both townships will be formed to admin- 
ister the state funds. Village funds will 
be kept separate from the state mon- 
ey and will be administered by the pre- 
sent board of directors.

Joe's dream is that he will know how 


to read and write before his son enters 
school. 


With the help of the Hanover Park Lit- 


eracy Center, Joe is making great prog- 
ress. He is American born, owns his own 
•home in Schaumburg Township, and has 
a good job In the trucking industry. 


Jan Hanson, president nnd program 


chairman of the center, said 11 of the 
students now receiving instruction are 
American born, one is from Spain, five 
from Mexico, two from Italy, five from 
Cuba and one from South America. 


Joe's problem is not unique, she said. 


Ho simply never learned to read or 
write. Born of immigrant parents he 
could speak English when they could not 
and was needed at home. So he missed a 
lot of school. 


IT HAPPENS often, said Mrs. Hanscn. 


"But, what Joe did about it took a lot of 
personal courage," said the teacher. 


"It takes a lot for a successful man 


making good money to come to us and 
say, 'I don't know how to read or write, 
please teach me,' " said Mrs. Hansen. 


But, Joe is just one of the stories and 


the kind of people who come to the liter- 
acy center for help, said Mrs. Hansen. 


The center was originally founded and 


financially supported as an outreach pro- 
gram of Christ United 
Presbyterian 


Church, Hanover Park. 


Today it serves the communities of 


Hanover Park, Strcamwood, Schaum- 
burg, Carol Stream and Elgin and is pre- 
sently receiving 
financial 
assistance 


from various organizations, clubs and 
church organizations. 


The purpose of the center is to teach 


people to read, write and speak English. 
The program using the Laubach method 
takes the student from a zero level of 
competency to an eighth grade level or 
farther. 


IN ADDITION to the intensive tutoring 


there are remedial reading classes for 
youngsters, but most of the tutoring Is 
for adults. 


One of the students, Isabel Glade, was 


a teacher and social worker In Havana. 


"Now it Is hard for me to find a simple 


job here because I cannot fill out appli- 
cations for tests or forms quickly 
enough," sale! Mrs. Glade. 


She takes classes to improve her pro- 


nunciation. Her English Is good, but now 
she Is working to improve her grammar 
and speed. "I know I'm better because I 
had my first dream hi English," said 
Mrs. Glade. • 


"It Is not enough to know the answers 


questions unless you can write them 
down. But when you have to realize what 
the word Is before you look for an an- 
swer, it's hard," said Mrs. Glade.

Clearbrook Center Gets Convent Lease OK

Clearbrook Center moved a step closer 


to Its goal of establishing a live-In 
center for retarded adults In the North- 
west suburbs. 


After a public meeting Friday, attend- 


ed by approximacly 100 persons, Our 
Lady of the Wayside parish agreed to 
lease its convent at 432 S. Walnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, to Clearbrook Center of 
Rolling Meadows for the establishment 
of the proposed live-In center. 


The lease agreement ends a search 


started last spring by Clearbrook offi- 
cials for a facility where the proposed 
live-in center could be located.

The next step Is for Clearbrook to seek 


a zoning variance from the Arlington 
Heights Zoning Board of Appeals. The 
variance must be approved by the vil- 
lage board. This Is expected to take CO to 
90 days 


Our Lady of the Wayside must also re- 


ceive approval of the lease agreement 
from the Chicago Archdiocese. This is 
not expected to be a problem, according 
to the Rev. John J. Mackln of Our Lady 
of the Wayside. 


Both Father Mackin and Byrn Witt, 


Clearbrook director, were encouraged by 
Friday's meeting -which had been called 
to clear up any questions which residents 
in the area may have had regarding the 
proposed live-in center. 


"I felt It (the meeting) was very posi- 


tive," said Witt. "I am very encour- 
aged." 


THE PROPOSED live-in cener, the 


first of its kind in the Northwest area, 
will house 20 mildly or moderately re- 
tarded adults, Witt explained at the 
meeting. He emphasized 
the center 


would be for retarded adults with min- 
imal dependency and not for the men- 
tally ill. 


The objectives of the proposed live-in 


center are to provide a transitional place 
for retarded adults before entering the 
community, prevent placement of re- 
tarded adults In state Institutions, pro- 
vide homes for mildly retarded adults 
whose parents can no longer care for 
them or arc dead and to provide training 
for the retarded adults to become totally 
independent and return to the commu- 
nity, said Witt. 


Rep. Eugene Schlickmun, R-Arlingon 


Heights, encouraged residents to endorse 
the proposal and said Clearbrook could 


provide better facillics for the retarded 
adults and cheaper than the state could. 


"We (the parish) are not going to 


make any money (from the lease agree- 
ment) or if we do it will be a small 
amount," said Father Mackin. "Our 
main purpose In undertaking the project 
is to provide witness to the whole com- 
munity and the Catholic Church of our 
charity." 


The lease agreement Is for a three- 


year period during which Clearbrook will 
pay the parish an annual sum of $12,000 
a year. This Is only about eight per cent 
of the parish's total budget. Clearbrook 
will also pay pro-rated utility rates to the 


parish and keep up the maintenance of 
the convent during the three years. 


Clearbrook will finance the proposed 


live-in center through a federal grant of 
$16,800 it received under the Devel- 
opmental Disabilities and Facilities Con- 
struction Act of 1970. The Illinois Depart- 
ment of Mental Health and the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid have also promised 
monthly per resident grants up to a max- 
imum of $400 per resident to maintain 
the live-in center after the federal 
grant has been depleted. 


FATHER MACKIN said the six sisters 


currently, living in the convent had ex- 
pressed a desire to move because the 


convent, which was built for 20, had be- 
come too largo for them to maintain. He 
said one or two apartments would be 
rented for the sisters to live In from the 
funds received through the lease. 


Concern was expressed by a resident 


on whether this would break up the zon- 
ing of the residential neighborhood and 
open it up to highriscs. 


It was explained a variation of use was 


being requested and not a change of zon 
ing and the variation, if approved, would 
not have any repercussions in the area. 


Residents were also conccrnd that clos-

Community Drug Ed Program Gains 


A big step toward a local, in-depth 


adult drug education program came last 
week when representatives from area 
schools, youth counseling agencies and 
mental health departments experienced 
a preview of a project labeled the Social 
Seminar. 


About SO people went through the mini- 


seminar at Harper College last week. 
Participation was restricted to agencies 
directly involved In some aspect of the 
drug abuse problem. 


After more extensive training, the indi- 


viduals involved In the seminar may be- 
gin conducting others with teachers, ad- 
ministrators and adults in the commu- 
nity. 


The Seminar program itself was devel- 


oped by the National Institute of Mental 
Health. It Is described as a "multi-media 


drug abuse education program," and re- 
volves around a scries of 15 films. 


AFTER- VIEWING the films, partici- 


pants try role-playing to examine other 
people's attitudes. The program last 
week was actually an introduction to a 
full Social Seminar, which is intended for 
a five-day time span. Instead, the group 
attended the preview sessions at Harper 
College for two days, then met Friday to 
set their goals for the next level of train- 
Ing. 


Robert Donlan, one of 10 associate 


project directors conducting Social Semi- 
nars around the country, led the group 
last week. His agency, the Social Semi- 
nar Training Center, has contracted with 
the NIMH to conduct 110 sessions in an 
effort to reach professionals throughout 
the United States. 


Several counselors with The Bridge, a 


local youth counseling bureau, have al- 
ready participated in the five-day semi- 
nar. Don Rago, director of The Bridge, 
helped head a Task Force for drug abuse 
education to introduce the Social Semi- 
nar to the Northwest suburbs. 


That task force is part of the mental 


health advisory group formed 2Vs years 
ago when a regional mental health refer- 
endum was attempted and defeated. 


Last week's event included elementary 


and high school representatives, area 
college workers, clergymen and youth 
counselors with The Bridge, Schaumburg 
Township and Hoffman Estates. Harper 
students joined the seminar, along with 
representatives of the Northwest Mental 
Health Clinic and other mental health 
agencies.

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General Time Strike Continues 


"The strike is still on and It will stay 


on." 


That was the latest comment Friday 


from the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers Union Local 713 on 
the unchanging strike situation at the 
General Time Corp. in Rolling Meadows. 


As the strike ended Its tenth week Fri- 


day, Arthur Luchs, a spokesman for the 
Federal Mediation Service in Chicago, 
said talks between the parties have not 
taken place since Nov. 3. 


The issue that continues to divide the 


parties Is whether the workers will have 
a closed union shop. The company says It 
will not agree to that demand and the 
union says It will not return to work 
without It. 


I.L'CIIS said the service cannot force 


the parties to meet, nor can an agree- 
ment be forced upon the company and 
the union. "We can't force binding arbi- 
tration. The parties would have to both 
agree to that before it could be done," he 
said. He said the service does not usually 
handle disputes requiring binding arbi- 
tration. 


"Arbitration is where someone, cither 


a judge or a panel, for Instance, is given 
the authority to say what is right and 
what is wrong," he said. "Mediation is 
just a guideline. We arc supposed to try 
to assist parties in reaching an agree- 
ment. We talk with people and we reason 
with people, but we can't force a settle- 
ment." 


State Official Called In 
For Unit District Talks 


A citizens group In Elk Grove Town- 


ship School Dist. 59 studying the feasibil- 
ity of a unit school district (grades K-12) 
met with an official of the office of the 
Illinois Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion (OSPI) Thursday. 


Dean Mack of the OSPI reorganization 


and facilities division, told the Citizens' 
Reorganization Study Committee at their 
monthly meeting that In cases where 
dual districts (separate elementary and 
high school districts) become unit dis- 
tricts. "The OSPI philosophy is one of 
concern" that the new district has a suf- 
ficiently large student population and 
sufficient Income. 


Thursday's meeting was the second 


held by the Dist. 59 citizens' group since 
It was set up late In October. The com- 
mittee Is working with nn educational 
consultant firm to determine whether the 
formation of a unit district is feasible In 
this area. Exactly what the boundaries of 
the new district would be remains unde- 
termined. 


Mack told committee members: "You 


arc taking the approach to a unit district 
that OPSI likes — getting a consultant 
and making n feasibility study." 


Committee members plan to use the 


present Dist. 59 boundaries with some 
variations In making their survey projec- 
tions. Committee members stressed they 
arc using the Dist. 59 boundaries "only 
as a base." Then eventual boundaries o[ 
any proposed unit district could be differ- 
ent. 


The group decided to use the present 


Dist. 59 boundaries after members of 
several of the group's subcommittees in- 
dicated they needed some sort of bound- 
ary decision before moving ahead with 
their studies. 


IN DISCUSSING the proposed bound- 


aries, one committee indicated that OSPI 
officials considered a unit district large 
enough to include High School Dist. 214 
and its seven feeder (elementary) dis- 
tricts unwieldy. 


To that Mack said, "I doubt whether 


OSPI made an official statement saying 
214 as a unit district would be unwieldy." 
As to what the best size for a proposed 
unit district is, Mack said his office has 
"no optimum size," though he pointed 
out there arc laws setting upper and low- 
er student population limits in unit dis- 
tricts. 


Also at Thursday's meeting subcom- 


mittee chairmen made Initial progress 
reports. The five subcommittees arc 
studying education programs, legal as- 
pects, projected enrollments, school fa- 
cilities and finances involved in unit dis- 
tricting. 


Permanent leaders of the group were 


elected Thursday. They are George Con- 
ey, chairman; Robert Melroy, vice chair- 
man; and Emit Balmmclcr, secretary. 


Currently the group Is meeting once a 


month with the next meeting set for 7:30 
p.m. Jan. 11 at Dempster Junior High 
School In Mount Prospect, site of Thurs- 
day's meeting. 


In a deadlocked situation like that 


existing in the General Time walkout, ho 
said, the strike could go on for an in- 
definite period until one side finally gives 
up its demand. In extreme cases, a com- 
pany could even close down its operation 
and move Its plant to another city, he 
said. 


Luchs Indicated there is no way to de- 


termine how long the strike may contin- 
ue. IBEW and company offilcals have 
made similar statements about the cur- 
rent strike that has idled 125 production 
workers in the longest Industrial strike in 
the Northwest suburbs this year. 


THE STRIKE began Oct. 2 when em- 


ployes voted to walk off the job over a 
wage dispute. The issue of equalized pay 
scales between new employes and em- 
ployes with seniority, which sparked the 
strike, apparently had been settled when 
the closed union shop question arose. 
• About 80 per cent of the striking em- 
ployes have remained off the job, al- 
though union officials admit some have 
crossed the picket lines to return to 
work. Many of the strikers have found 
other jobs through union placement, but 
no strike fund exists for those jobless 
still affected by the strike. 


A back-to-work movement was started 


by the company several weeks ago in an 
attempt to lure employes to end the 
strike. Job advertisements placed by the 
company Included a statement that a 
strike was going on at the plant. 


Union officials have said they will not 


try to prevent persons from crossing 
their picket line, but will demand that 
the replacements hired during the strike 
be dismissed when the dispute is settled.

The standards are 
based on the population served. 


Order Dempster, Lively 
To Halt Pool Programs 


Officials at two Elk Grove Township 


Dlst. 59 junior high schools have been 
ordered to stop all school swimming pro- 
grams at the indoor pools in their build- 
ings until Illinois Life Safety Code regu- 
lations are met. Tho order came from 
the office of Richard Martwlck, Cook 
County superintendent of public schools. 


The two schools, Dempster Junior High 


In Mount Prospect and Lively Junior 
High in Elk Grove Village, both rent 
park district pool facilities adjoining 
their schools, Kopp Pool at Dempster Is 
leased from the Mount Prospect Park 
District and Disney Pool at Lively Is 
rented from the Elk Grove Village Park 
District. The schools use tho pools only 
for swimming classes as part of their 
physical education curriculum. 


Both pools "clearly meet all of the 


safety standards required by the park 
dlitricl," said Dlst. Supt. Arthur Perry. 
Because of this, the pools will remain 
open for all park district programs. 
"However, the two pools do not meet all 
the Illinois Life Safety Code require- 
ments set up by the State Superintend- 
ent's Office. The two codes arc sepa- 
rate," Perry said. 


"KURD JOHNSON, the district's archi- 


tect, made surveys (at both schools) In 
19TO to sec what work (life safety work) 
Is needed to be done and the county su- 
perintendent's office granted us a certain 
amount of time to achieve the changes," 
Perry said. The time ran out last week. 


To meet the life safety code, the dis- 


trict would have to make changes at both 
schools In the fire alarm systems as well 
as certain mechanical devices related to 
the heating and chlorine systems as well 
as other changes. Perry said. And 
though the district docs have the money 
to make the changes, "we can't spend 
money on buildings that we don't own," 
Perry said. 


The school district must have a 20-year 


^J 


lease on a building before it can go 
ahead with changes, Perry said. At pre- 
sent, Dlst. 59 "has a one-year lease with 
the Mount Prospect Park District and, I 
believe, a 10-year lease in the other 
school," ho said.

Grove Park District met with officials at 
Dlst. 59 last week to discuss tho pool 
lease problem. At that meeting they de- 
cided to amend their contract with the 
district so they could meet the life safety 
code. 


"We want to keep the pool open for the 


students," said Jack Clacs, park district 
director. "Wo think it's an important 
educational program for tho kids." 


Officials at tho Mount Prospect Park 


District have planned a meeting with ar- 
chitect Johnson tonight to discuss tho 
lease for Kopp pool. 


Despite the fact that both park dis- 


tricts seem agreeable to accommodating 
changes In contracts, It could still be a 
long time before both pools arc open for 
school use. 


"The changes we're talking about arc 


rather long-term things," Perry said. 
"They must be done by competitive bid- 
ding and the equipment required Is rath- 
er highly specialized," he said. From his 
own experience, Perry sold that firms 
contracted to do the kind of work neces- 
sary at both pools " tend to take a long 
time doing the Job." 


Board members, however, reached no 


conclusion as to how the additional space 
should bo obtained. They brought up 
short-term solutions such as renting 
space and long-term answers such as a 
new building at a new site, an enlarged 
building on the present site, or Inclusion 
In a community center-typo building. 
Members said they hope that any new 
facility chosen would have the ability to 
be expanded at some future date. 


With tlw need for more space deter- 


mined, the board then selected some 
members to meet with Mayor Robert D. 
Telchcrt and Village Mgr. Robert J. Ep- 
plcy so that a dlscussionof the alter- 
natives may bo held. 


LIBRARY BOARD member Gil Lclbe- 


now pointed out village officials have in- 
dicated for some time a desire to build a 
community center, and tho library could 
easily be included in such plans. He said 
the board could perhaps prod tho village 
Into a decision on whether such a center 
will be built. 


Tho current library building could bo 


used as equity In financing such a proj- 
ect, Llcbcnow said. 


A possibility of funding whatever ex- 


pansion plan the board adopts Is revenue 
sharing. Llcbcnow read from the federal 
guidelines on revenue shoring which 
specifically mentioned libraries as an ap- 
proved category for spending. 


LIBRARIAN Mary Jo Hutchlngs said 


the library's collcctlo of 65,000 books 
should be doubled to reach state stan- 
dards. 


Part of the library's current space Is a 


trailer which was recently added to the 
building. The trailer Is used only for of- 
fice space and contains 500 square feet. 


Mrs. Hutchlngs, like tho board mem- 


bers, favored a 40,000-squarc foot plus fa- 
cility. "Doubling the library's size only 
will meet the present need. It doesn't an- 
ticipate growth," she said. And Llcbcnow 
said the current building was, built to 
serve 10,000, but Is now serving a popu- 
lation of 45,200.

center director, and the guiding technical 
hand behind CAP. (The postgraduate 
center is located on the grounds of For- 
est Hospital in DCS Plalnes. Its Job, ex- 
plains Wlllford, is to carry psychialfy 
into the community with education, con- 
sultant work, social therapy training and 
the like.) 


The Idea of a plan to deal with drug 


abuse and mental health at the commu- 
nity level came up during one of the 
seminars. Two pilot programs were to be 
set up: the tint in Mount Prospect, the 
second In Arlington Heights. "Robert 
Tclchcrt was the only one who sanction- 
ed the program totally," said Wiliford. 


The project began with a scries of 


meetings at the mayor's office involving 
Tcichert, Wiliford and members of the 
civic, youth, religious and business com- 
munities In Mount Prospect. 


NEXT CAME several seminars in- 


volving the more than 100 persons who 
had met earlier with Tclchcrt and Will- 
ford. Present at both the mayor's office 
meetings and the seminars were teen- 


agers from the village. 


By the summer of 1970 the group was 


identifying problems it wanted to tackle. 
Among them: 1. lack of community facil- 
ities to deal with persons experiencing 
drug problems, 2. no rescue center for 
persons having physical or emotional 
problems while on a drug trip, 3. lack of 
community agencies for referral of 
>ouths with drug problems, family prob- 
lems, or other personal concerns; and 4. 
parents who do not have enough time to 
know and understand their children. 


Through the summer and fall of 1970 


plans for starting 10 programs emerged. 
The programs included 1. a youth associ- 
ation 2. community education 3. tele- 
phone hotllno and rescue center, 4. ICE 
(Information, Counseling and Education) 
House Counseling Center, 5. police-youth 
program, 6. youth newspaper, 7. youth 
government, 8. drug education and sur- 
vey, 9 high school "drug corps," and 10. 
community communications. 


The overall program at that time was 


known as the Mayor's Plan for Action, a 
fitting enough name for the mayor was 


supposed to act as a sort of catalyst, ig- 
niting the interest of the rest of the com- 
munity in the program. 


By January 1971, the groundwork was 


being laid for the first and perhaps most 
controversial of CAP'S major program, 
the Pump House Telephone Hotline. 
Twenty-six persons were undergoing 
training to become volunteers for the 
hotllno that would open that March. 


THE HOTLINE project called for vol- 


unteers to man telephones and be avail- 
able to help anyone who called with a 
problem. 


Depending on the nature of the call, 


the volunteers were to counsel, make re- 
ferrals, or simply listen. Originally the 
hotline was set up to handle primarily 
drug-related calls. But its scope was 
broadened soon after it opened to handle 
all types of calls. The Pump House got 
its name because It is housed in a village 
water pumping station at 112 E. High- 
land Avc. 


Four months after the hotline was set 


up, the second of CAP'S programs, the 
ICE House Counseling Center, was

Devonshire use Friendship for ice skat-

Ing Friendship Park was too far away 
for their young children to walk to by 
themselves. 


"EVERYONE HERE would have to 


take their kids there in a car," Mrs. 
Mykytyn said. "Also Friendship is so 
big, when we get tho llttlo tots out, 
they're going to get killed," she said. 


Mrs. Mykytyn asked Board Pres. Rob- 


ert Jackson whether he thought the park 
district was making conditions more dan- 
gerous by enlarging the Friendship rink. 
"We don't think so," Jackson replied, 
"though we've made It bigger, It's super- 
vised, and we've put in a separate hock- 
ey area." 


Residents felt they were 
"short- 


changed" by the district when the rink 
was taken away this year. Yet Jackson 
said he did not agree "from an area 
point of view. What we're saying is we

program was changed officially to the 
Community Action Plan. The dropping of 
the name, "Mayor's Plan for Action," 
ostensibly signalled Telchert's dimin- 
ishing role in the organization. By now 
the group had a volunteer board of direc- 
tors and a volunteer CAP director. 


Shortly thereafter the problems began. 


Money became critical, especially after 
the ICE House was opened. A fund drive 
was less than successful, and in August 
of 1971, then CAP director James Alto- 
belll, announced CAP would collapse 
within a month unless financial aid was 
forthcoming. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS responded by 


speeding plans for channeling village 
funds into CAP's programs. 


The problems didn't end there. Dis- 


putes among volunteers on how the hot- 
lino was to be run and a controversy be- 
tween some volunteers and Altobelli over 
supervision of the hotline led to the resig- 
nation of several hotline volunteers, 


Altobelli quit soon after. He says now 


it was disputes with the hotline plus lack 
of support from Telchert that led him to 
leave CAP. 


CAP had been set up as a nonprofit 


corporation that was supposed to support 
Itself through donations. The donations 
came, but they were far from enough, 
and by the end of 1971 few doubted that 
large-scale village financial Involvement 
was CAP's only hope. 


The money came in 1972. The village 


board approved more than'*20,000 for 
CAP, two-thirds of the CAP budget of 
almost $30,000. Under the agreement 
CAP is to come up with the remainder 
on its own. To date CAP leaders have not 
been able to do that. 


This summer marked the start of the 


latest reorganization effort in CAP. The 
plans even included tho formation of a 
new advisory board for the group. And 
yet, one of the results of the plan was 
still more village government in- 
volvement in CAP. 


VILLAGE MGR. Robert Epplcy began 


taking a self-defined "more active role" 
in the opcation, using as his rationale the 
fact that the Pump House and ICE 
House supervisors arc now village em- 
ployes because municipal funds are pay- 
ing their salaries. 


High on Eppley's list of priorities was 


putting an end to the feud that had 
grown up between the ICE House staff 
and Pump House volunteers. One of his 
first moves was to hold a meeting with 
the two supervisors and the director of 
CAP, Robert Day. Eppley claims the 
feud has been ended. 


Another of his goals is to move the two 


operations into a stogie building. He also 
plans to closely monitor CAP training 
programs. 


Eppley put it bluntly, when, prior to a

Clearbrook Center moved a step closer 


to Its goal of establishing a live-in 
center for retarded adults in the North- 
west suburbs. 


After a public meeting Friday, attend- 


ed by npproximacly 100 persons, Our 
Lady of the Wayside parish agreed to 
lease its convent at 432 S. Walnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, to Clearbrook Center of 
Rolling Meadows for the establishment 
of the proposed live-in center. 


Confrontation On Condominiums Seen 


-Suburban Living 


A direct confrontation is expected next 


week between residents of southeast Ar- 
lington Heights and a developer who 
wants to construct condominiums there 


The meeting will consider plans for a 


255-unit condominium development in the 
middle of the Surrey Ridge West subdivi- 
sion 


Homeowners in the Surrey Ridge West, 


Surrey Ridge and Heritage Park areas 
arc opposed to the development plans 
which call for 3 four-story buildings 
along Kaspar Avenue and 4 two-story 
buildings along Kcnnicott Drive. 


Tlte 18-acrc site, which now Is vacant 


land, lies behind the K-Mnrt shopping 
center and Is surrounded on three sides 
by {30,000 to $60,000 single-family homes. 


Attorneys for the developer arc ex- 


pected to call for a plan commission de- 
cision Wednesday night because they re- 
portedly arc unwilling to alter their proj- 


ect plans. 


Tlin SITE already is zoned for multi- 


family development under an earlier 
planned unit development approved for 
Miller Builders, Inc., which built Surrey 
Ridge West. 


Residents of the area have asked that 


the property be rczoned for single-family 
development 


In a letter to the plan commission the 


residents cited traffic problems, water 
supply, flooding, school crowding and 
property values as reasons for denying 
the multi-family proposal and rczonng 
tho property. 


"We do not believe that it Is the wish 


the current plan commissln, or any 
pcvious plan commission, that the citi- 
zens and property owners they nro trying 
to protect should suffer from problems 
such as these," the letter states. 


Fidelity Builders has maintained that 


the zoning of the property has already 
been established and therefore is not an 
issue 


They have asked the plan commission 


to consider only the details and require- 
ments of their planned unit development. 


PLANS CALL for 232 two-bedroom 


condominiums and 21 one-bedroom units, 
a retention pond, parking for 506 cars, a 
swimming pool and tennis courts. 


Entrances to tho development would be 


off of Kaspar Avenue and Kennicott and 
Haven drives. 


Saul Mlnkoff, president of the Dlst. 59 


school board, has said that the proposed 
development would place an additional 
100 children in the Juliette Low school, 
which serves tho Surrey Ridge area. 


Minkoff said the school is now at or 


near its capacity and that there ore no 
plans or available sites for expanding the 
school. 


Tlic lease agreement ends a search 


started last spring by Clearbrook offi- 
cials for a facility where the proposed 
live-in center could bo located 


The next step is tor Clearbrook to seek 


a zoning variance from the Arlington 
Heights Zoning Board of Appeals. The 
variance must be approved by the vil- 
lage board. This Is expected to take 60 to 
SO days 


Our Lady of the Wayside must also re- 


ceive approval of the lease agreement 
from the Chicago Archdiocese This is 
not expected to be a problem, according 
to the Rev. John J. Mackm of Our Lady 
of the Wayside. 


Both Father Mackm and Byrn Witt, 


Clearbrook director, were encouraged by 
Friday's meeting which had been called 
to clear up any questions which residents 
in the area may have had regarding the 
proposed live-in center. 


"I felt it (the meeting) was very posi- 


tive," said Witt. "I am very encour- 
aged." 


THE PROPOSED live-in cener, the 


first of its kind in the Northwest area, 
will house 20 mildly or moderately re- 
tarded adults, Witt explained at the 
meeting. He emphasized the center 
would be for retarded adults with min- 
imal dependency and not for the men- 
tally ill. 


The objectives of the proposed live-in 


center arc to provide a transitional place 
for retarded adults before entering the 
community, prevent placement of re- 
tarded adults in state Institutions, pro- 
vide homes for mildly retarded adults 
whose parents can no longer care for 
them or are dead and to provide training 
for the retarded adults to become totally 
independent and return to the commu- 
nity, said Witt 


Rep Eugene Schhckman, R-Arlmgon 


Heights, encouraged residents to endorse 
the proposal and said Clearbrook could 
provide better facilues for the retarded 
adults and cheaper than the state could 


"We (the parish) are not going to 


make any money (from the lease agree- 
ment) or if we do it will be a small 
amount," said Father Mackm. "Our 
main purpose in undertaking the project 
is to provide witness to the whole com- 
munity and the Catholic Church of our 
charity " 


The lease agreement is for a three- 


year period during which Clearbrook will 
pay the parish an annual sum of $12,000 
a year. This is only about eight per cent 
of the parish's total budget. Clearbrook 
will also pay pro-rated utility rates to the 
parish and keep up the maintenance of 
the convent during the three jears 


Clearbrook will finance the proposed 


live-in center through a federal grant of

Max- 
imum number of petition signatures is 8 
per cent, Mrs. Rohrbach said. 


First filing date for petitions is Jan. 8, 


about 10 days earlier than previously an- 
nounced by the clerk's office. Deadline 
for filing is Feb. 12. 


The city election, which drew 8,314 vot- 


ers In 1971, a non-mayoral year, will bo 
April 17,1973. 


At stake next spring will be the may- 


or's, city clerk's and city treasurer's of- 
fice as well as nine of the 1C city council 
seats.

Students In Unusual Project 
Weather Important To Story 


by KATHERINC BOYCE 


Weather conditions described in a 


short story arc just as significant as the 
plot and main character to students at 
Gemini Junior High School, especially if 
the story is written by Jack London and 
takes place in Alaska. 


Social studies and literature arc taught 


together in a single course called For- 
eign Lands Studies at the East Maine 
Dist. 63 school While reading Londn's 
"Call of the Wild," students not only 
study the plot, characters, location and 
setting, but make a map of the area, de- 
scribe the dress, diet and customs of the 
people and the effect of weather and cli- 
mate on the economy. 


"We have a tendency to teach in 


parts," said Barbara Nash, seventh 
grade teacher at Gemini. "After a while, 
students begin to think in parts," she 
said. Geography, history and culture af- 
fect the attitude of the writer and In- 
fluence his work. Social studies should be 
a legitimate means of studying liter- 
ature, she said, "It teaches the student 
to look at things as a whole." 


The Foreign Lands project puts man 


and his environment Into some per- 
spective, said Mrs. Margery Waldner, 
eighth grade teacher, and helps put fic- 


tional characters Into a realistic setting 


STUDENTS AT Gemini will study 


China as their next project. They will see 
the film, "The Good Earth," depicting 
peasant life In old China, and will organ- 
ize small study groups to research differ- 
ent projects on Chinese literature and so- 
cial studies. Students also will tic the lit- 
erature, culture and history of old China 
with the Communist revolution and Pres- 
ident Nixon's recent trip to Peking 


In studying the Civil War, "The Red 


Badge of Courage" by Stephen Crane Is 
required reading. Students study battle 
plans depicted In the book and talk about 
the thoughts and actions of the main 
character in relation to the events lead- 
ing up to the war. 


A special project in the unit on the Civ- 


il War is the preparation of a newspaper 
by students. At the end of the unit,_stu- 
dents separate into groups, and prepare 
two newspapers, one for the North and 
one for the South. In connection with the 
newspaper project, students learn how 
the communications of public opinion af- 
fects current events. 


When studying the American Revolu- 


tion, students read "Johnny Tremain." 
In the traditional program, where liter- 
ature and social studies are taught sepa- 


rately, "Johnny Tremain" might be dis- 
cussed in literature class, while World 
War II is the subject in history, said 
Thomas Manlon, seventh grade teacher 
at Gemini. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS on propaganda, 


prejudice and communications are also 
taught during the year, according to 
James Plppen, coordinator of the For- 
eign Lands program 


Students learn about the psychological 


devices used for propaganda and are 
taught to recognize them. Students set up 
situations where propaganda is used and 
talk about ways to counteract it 


"A Raisin in the Sun" is performed by 


students who arc studying prejudice, but 
characters In the student performance 
represent a make-believe race rather 
than the blacks depiced hi the real story. 
Students learn to recognize prejudice in 
themselves and others, said Pippin 


The basic elements of the commu- 


nication process ore examined in another 
special project. Students see the movie, 
"The Miracle Worker," a story of the 
childhood of Helen Keller They learn the 
difference between verbal and nonverbal 
communication, and experience the frus- 
tration of not being able to communicate

MMIINflFinLD — The invitation to the 


Governor's Mansion conjured up visions 
of liveried footmen, candlelight and 
chamber music, deep pile carpels and 
gleaming brasswarc, pcrlwps a tour of 
the residence and an interesting dis- 
course on the artifacts of Illinois history, 
and maybe before the evening ends, a 
quiet glass of port before n glowing fire- 
place. 


The entrance to the Mansion presently 


in use more closely resembles the play- 
ers' entrance to Memorial Stadium at the 
University of Illinois — only the stadium 
entrance has more warmth 


If you hadn't been paying attention to 


tho progress of the remodeling of the 
g o v e r n o r ' s residence, you probably 
would suspect that the reception planned 
by the governor and his wife meant that 
It must be nearly complete and ready for 
entertainment befitting the chief execu- 
tive of the state 


Your first liint that that Is not the case 


Is when you attempt to drive ino the 
semi-circular drive at the front entrance, 
to be greeted not by liveried footmen, 
but by piles of lumber scraps, used tar- 
paulins, and n dead end So you back out, 
park on the street where the other guests 
have parked and make your way ginger- 
ly over the Ico-cncrusted driveway to a 
lighted side entrance on the lower level. 


Entering a hallway reminiscent of the 


splendor of the Greyhound Bus Station, 
you arc greeted by two large business- 
suited men, state troopers certainly, who 
inspect your invitation and invite you to 
"check your coats and go up the circular 
staircase " 


AHA, CIRCULAR staircase - that has 


tho right ring to It. Probably they just 
haven't been able to finish polishing the 
entrance foyer and so the guests have to 
be asked to come in through the service 
entry. 


At the top of the stairs, surely, you will 


find the subtle but luxurious fittings 
which surround the Governor and the 
First Lady of the state. 


At the top of the stairs, you find your- 


self In an empty and cavernous room, 
illuminated only by light filtering in from 
adjoining hallways. Empty, hi this cose, 
means empty. No furniture, no light fix- 
tures, no paint, no carpet.

a plain blue business suit and con- 
servative tie. His wife, Dorothy, wears 
what my wife informs me later is "the 


traditional little black dress" for an af- 
fair such as this She looks lovely. 


The governor and his lady arc relaxed 


and cordial, smiling and apparently en- 
joying greeting the members of the press 
whom Richard liuell Ogllvic has not al- 
ways chcrulKd (luring his term as gover- 
nor 


For this was, though nobody ever men- 


tioned it, a farewell for the press as the 
weeks of his governorship dwindle It is 
a class gesture, a friendly acknowledge- 
ment that ho does not blame the press 
for any of the things that didn't go right 
in his administration or Ms reelection 
campaign 


And the press 1ms acknowledged the 


gesture by turning up from throughout 
the state at a time when there is really 
no other reason for visiting reporters to 
be in Springfield 


So the mansion is, to be blunt, in a

For Unit District Talks 


A citizens group in Elk Grove Town- 


ship School DIM. 59 studying the feasibil- 
ity of a unit school district (grades K-12) 
met with an official of the office of the 
Illinois Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion (OSPI) Thursday. 


Dean Mack of the OSPI reorganization 


and facilities division, told the Citizens' 
Reorganization Study Committee at their 
monthly meeting that In cases where 
dual districts (separate elementary and 
high school districts) become unit dis- 
tricts, "The OSPI philosophy Is one of 
concern" that the new district has a suf- 
ficiently large student population and 
sufficient Income. 


Thursday's meeting was the second 


held by the Dljt. 59 citizens' group since 
It was set up late In October. The com- 
mittee Is working with an educational 
consultant firm to determine whether (he 
formation of a unit district Is feasible In 
this area. Exactly what the boundaries of 
the new district would be remains unde- 
termined. 


Mack told committee members: "You 


arc taking the approach to a unit district 
that OPS! likes — getting a consultant 
and making a feasibility study." 


Committee members plan to use the 


present Dlst. 29 boundaries with some 
variations In making their survey projec- 
tions. Committee members stressed they 
arc using the Dist. 59 boundaries "only 
as a base." Then eventual boundaries of 
any proposed unit district could be differ- 
ent. 


The group decided to use the present 


Dist. 59 boundaries after members of 
several of the group's subcommittees in- 
dicated they needed some sort of bound- 
ary decision before moving ahead with 
their studies, 


IN DISCUSSING the proposed bound- 


aries, one committee indicated that OSPI 
officials considered a unit district large 
enough to include High School Dlst. 214 
and Us seven feeder (elementary) dis- 
tricts unwieldy. 


To that Mack said, "I doubt whether 


OSPI made an official statement saying 
214 as a unit district would be unwieldy." 
As to what the best size for a proposed 
unit district is, Mack said his office has 
"no optimum size," though he pointed 
out there arc laws setting upper and low- 
er student population limits In unit dis- 
tricts. 


Also at Thursday's meeting subcom- 


mittee chairmen made initial progress 
reports. The five subcommittees arc 
studying education programs, legal as- 
pects, projected enrollments, school fa- 
cilities and finances involved in unit dis- 
tricting. 


Permanent leaders of the group were 


elected Thursday. They are George Con- 
ey, chairman; Robert Melroy, vice chair- 
man; and Emll Bahnmelcr, secretary. 


Currently the group Is meeting once a 


month with the next meeting set for 7:30 
p.m.

Pan- 
elist Clara Day of the Teamsters Union, 
Local 743, told the audience that women 
must "move beyond agitation to organi- 
zation and hard work."

speaker, David S. Ritncr of United Air 
Lines, defended that company's policies 
with regard to women employes. He said 
United "never had different pay scales 
for women," although, he conceded, 
some jobs formerly were restricted to ci- 
ther women or men. Currently, men can 
become flight attendants, formerly an 
all-female position, but women cannot 
become pilots. 


Ritncr said that some protective labor 


laws still remain on the books in some 
states, and this poses "a real problem." 
But, he added, United "considers them 
Invalid and not an excuse to discriminate 
against women." He said the air line is 
fighting these laws. 


Questioned as to how many women 


hold executive positions at United, Ritner 
said 280 females "have been identified as 
potential middle and upper manage- 
ment" personnel and are being prepared 
for such jobs. But, he said, the lack of 
mobility of female employes has restrict- 
ed their advancement In the past. 


"We need successful managers more 


than showcase females," Ritncr con- 
cluded. 


DURING THE discussion session, 


some members of the audience continued 
to question why women arc not in such 
positions as pilots and engineers, or, in 
the case of those without degrees, why 
they arc not working as highly paid 
plumbers or electricians rather than as 
secretaries. 


In both cases, the response from panel- 


ists was that "few women have applied 
for these jobs." 


Noting that many such jobs bivalve 


hard physical labor involving lifting 
heavy weights, as well as working long 
hours, Beverly Rossi of the "Right To Be 
a Woman" committee took the podium to 
defend protective labor laws, which, she 
said, "prevent employers from exploiting 
women." 


Ritncr responded that "the individual 


should be the dominant voice in his own 
destiny." 


SOFTENING SOMEWHAT her earlier 


statement regarding housewives and 
mothers, moderator Ringo concluded the 
session with the observation that more 
part-time jobs "that are not dead-ends" 
need to be developed to enable women to 
combine the roles of mother and employ- 
es. 


A second panel took up the subject of 


"Women in Business." Moderator Mary 
Hougliton of the Hyde Park Bank & 
Trust Co. identified some of the ster- 
eotypes which she said men assume 
about women with regard to business: 
women ar "too idealistic, impractical, 
can't wade through complicated prob- 
lems, rely on emotional responses, and 
cannot exorcise calculated logic." 


Throughout the session various morn*- 


bcrs of the panel noted the difficulty 
women have in 'obtaining a business loan 
from financial institutions, and one mem- 
ber of the audience observed, "I'm not 
surprised you (member of the panel) had 
trouble getting a loan for a political cam- 
paign when women have trouble getting 
credit to buy a dress." 


The panel seemed to settle on two bas- 


ic goals necessary for improving busi- 
ness opportunities for women: changing 
the educational system so that It will 
guide and train women for business ca- 
reers, and passing the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the Constitution, giving 
women equality In all respects under the 
law.

There has been 
considerable outcry for insecticides to 
take the place of DDT and I'm sure the 
same chemists who produced it will 
come up with something to do the job 
properly and still not pollute the atmos- 
phere.

Dear Dorothy: Can you tell me how I 


might get the terrible odor out of a ma- 
chine-washable bedspread I purchased 
recently? It seems a shame to have to 
wash it before I even use it because it's 
quilted and it will lose its new look when 
washed. Suggestions? — Judy Herami- 
nger. 


You have several choices. One is to 


take it bock to the store. Another Is to 
put it in a box, add a dish of activated 
charcoal granules and close the box up 
tightly for 48 hours. This sometime 
works. A third is to send it to a cleaner 
who usually can remove such odors. The 
fourth Is what you don't fancy — laun- 
dering. If you do, use a little vinegar or 
household ammonia in the water. 


Dear Dorothy: Occasionally I see 


beautiful cranberries in the market, but I 
can never think of any immediate uses. 
Can they be frozen without damaging the 
taste? —Marie C. 


They freeze beautifully. Just be sure 


they are good, firm deep-red berries, and 
pick them over so you can discard any 
poor ones. A quick wash in cold water, 
drain and then pop them into the freezer 
in a sealed container. Allow a little head 
space.
